Aa.  2s.  Cu.l.ary^  1625.  In  1637,  fined  10,000/.  imprlfoned 
if^^  '"  ^^^  Tfltt/^r  during  the  King's  PIcafure,  and  fuf- 
^TjjT*"^  pended  from  all  his  Dignities  and  Offices  by  the 
Hieh  Commiflion  Court  ■* :  But,  upon  a  new  Turn 
in  Politicks, tranflated  to  thcArchbi{hoprick  oiTork 
upon  the  Death  of  Dr.  NeiUy  In  December  1641.— 
Here  we  find  him  a^ing  the  Cafuift  in  the  Cafe  of

Houfes  to  Monf.  BeUieure^  a  new  French  Ajinbaf- 
fador ;  who  was  alfo  granted  a  Pafs  to  go  to  the 
King  at  Newcaftle^  and  to  the  States  of  Scotland  at 
'  Edinburgh, 

The  Commons  alfo  fent  up  another  Mefl^ 
about  the  Vote  for  declaring  this  Kingdom  haid  no 
further  Ufe  for  the  Scots  Army ;  which  they  held 
to  be  a  Matter,  they  faid,  of  fo  much  Concern- 
ment to  this  Kingdom,  as  nothing  could  be  greater^ 
therefore  they  defired  the  Lords  to  give  Expedi- 
don  to  it.  But  we  find  no  Notice  taken  of  thb 
Meflage  for  fome  Time  longer. 

On  the  Surrender' of  Oxford  the  Broad  Seal, 
and  feveral  other  Seals  for  different  Courts  and 
Offices,  fell  into  the  Parliament's  Hands.  ApA 
this  Day,  July  23,  the-  Lords  ordered  diat  the 
Broad  Seal  ihould  be  defaced  and  broken ;  as  alfo  tile 
Seal  for  the  Court  of  Wards,  the  Exchequer  Sdhl, 
and  the  Seal  of  the  King's  Bench,  with  thofe  df 
the  Admiralty  and  Prerogative  Court;  but  dw 
Privy  Seal,  Signet  Seal,  and  other  (insdler  Scib| 
were  ordered  to  be  lock'dup. 

The  French  Ambaflador,  In  a  Speech  he  nude 
at  his  Audience,  had  fignified  to  the  ParHamenty 
That  his  Mafter,'  the  French  King,  had  offexcd 
to  be  a  Mediator'  of  Peace  between  the  King  of 
England  tod  his.  Parliament.  And  this  Day  die 
folk>wing  Anfwer  being  drawn  up,  was  read,  agreed 
to,  and  ordered  to  be  fent  to  the  AinbaJGidar.

Mr.  TVhlthde  obferves  on  this  Occafion*,  That  The  Kind's 
the  King  did  not  abfolutdy  refufe  to  pitfs  the  Pro-  ^^^"*  '^^  *"" 
pofitionH,  but  faid  to  the  ^ms  Commlilioners, 
who  preiFed  him  to  it^  *  That  he  hoped  the  Par-

*  The  third  Ground  and  Relation  of  our  U|ivty 
is  the  ConjuniStion  of  the  two  Kingdoms ;  which 
hath  been  acknowledged  to  be  fo  necelTary  and 
ufeful  to  bothj  that  they  have  often  declared  they 
wouldftand  and  fall,  and^Jike  Hippocrates'^  Twins, 
live  and  dye  together.  And,  therefore,  as  we 
regard  our  Solemn  League  and  Covenant  with  God 
Almighty,  an4  tender  the  Standing  and  Safety  of 
the  kingdoms;  let  us,  with  one  Heart  and  Mind, 
join  onr  Counfels  and  Actions,  that  whatfoever 
we  refolve  upon  for  our  common  Peace  and  Secu- 
r\tf  in  relation  to  the  King,  and  of  each  King- 
dom to  other,  may  be  done  in  Zeal  to  ReJigion, 
in  Loyalty  to  the  King,  and  with  Unanimity  a- 
mongft  ourfelves,  And  as  the  Pythagoreans  did 
note  the  Number  of  two  with  the  Mark  of  Infamy, 
as  being  the  firft  Number  that  durit  part  from 
Unity*";  fo,  which  foever  of  the  Kingdoms  ihall 
firit  violate  tbe  Unity  which  is  bound  up  in  our 
Covenant,  may  apply  it  to  thcmfeJves:  But  if  we 
fliall  adhere  to  that  Unity  which  is  builded  upon 
the  firm  Foundation  of  Verity,  in  our  Relations 
to  Religion,  the  King,  and  aniongft  ourfelves,  it 
will  be  a  threefold  Cord  which  ia  not  eafdy  broken ;

That 
whatever  may  be  our  PropoGtions  or  Debates  con- 
cerning the  King,  it  be  not  mif-conflrucd  as  if 
one  of  the  Kingdorns  were  lOTPofing  Conditions 
upon  the  other,  or  that  we  are  ablolutely  wedded  to 
any  one  Dfcfire  more  than  to  another ;  but  that 
(all  feveral  Ways  being  amicably  debated  and 
rightly  pondered,)  that  which  may  fcrve  moft  for 
the  Safety,  Security,  and  Happinefs  of  the  King, 
and  botblCingdoms,  may  be  gravely  refolved  upon. 
And  now  1  come  to  the  Queftion  itielf,  concerning 
the  dirpofing  of  his  Majefly*s  Perfon  j  6rft  nega* 
tiv^Iy,  and  then  pofttively:  Negatively,  the  Quef- 
tion  Ls  not  of  the  Power  and  Authority  of  the 
Houfcs  of  Parliament  in  difpofing  of  any  Perfon^ 
or  judging  of  any  Cafe  which  is  of  Ungle  Concern- 
ment to  England;  nor  Is  the  Queftion  how^  the 
King's  Perfon  may  be  difpofcd  of,  de  Fa^c^  by  any 
oneofthe  Kingdoms;  neither  is  the  Queftion  pro- 
perly de  jure  &  p^Jf^^  but  tk  ejfe  ^  bene  tjje:  And 
as  it  is  neither  good  Logic  nor  good  Divinity  to 
argue  a  poffe  ad  effe-^  fo  fure  I  am,  in  this  Cafe,  it 
is  far  woffe  Policy  for  either  Kingdom  to  difputc 
what  they  may  do  in  the  Height  of  their  Power, 
when  both  are  confuking  what  is  fittcft  to  be  done 
for  the  Peace  and  Security  of  both.  And  the  Re- 
lation of  both  Kingdoms  to  his  Majefty,  and  of 
each  Kingdom  to  other,  being  rightly  confideredj 
as  he  is  King  to  both  ;  as  both  are  Subjedb  to  him  j 
as  both  are  engaged  in  the  fame  Caufe,  and  have 
been  in  the  f^^me  War,  and  are  labouring  under 
the  fame  Danger;  are  fcekingthe  fame  Remedies, 
and  fhouM  have  the  fame  Security;  we  do  hold. 
That  the  difpofing  of  the  King's  Ferfon  doth  not 
properly  bdong  to  any  one  of  the  Kingtioms,  but 
jointly  to  both*  And  after  Scotlatid  hath  lUffered 
t)ie  Heat  of  the  Day  and  Winter's  Cold  ;  hsvc  for- 
A;lce^  ihcjr  own  Peace  for  Love  #f  their  Brethren  ;

you  in  all  the  Hardfhip  of  this  War,  and  (without 

Vanity  be  it  fpoken)  have  been  fo  ufeful  in  this 

Cauie;'  and  that  the  King  hath  caft  himfelf  into 

the  Hands  of  the  Scots  Army,  and  that,  by  the 

Bleffing  of  God  upon  the  joint  Endeavours  of 

both  kingdoms,  we  are  come  to  the  Harbour  of  a 

Peace;   we  cannot'  expedt  that  the  Honourable 

Houfes  win  think  it  a^eeable  \yith  Confcience  or 

Honour,  or  with  the  Juftice  of  the  Houfes,  that

•    A  T  our  laft  Meeting  in  this  Conference,  your  His  Speech  at  dw 
[\^  Lordfliips  did  afTert  the  Vofe  of  the  Houfes,  iec^nd  Meetinfr 
That  the  Perfon  of  the  King  fhould  be  difpofed  on 
as  the   two  Houfes  {hall  think  fit ;  and  we  did  . 
hold.  That  the  King,  who  is  the  Head  and  Mo- 
narch of  both  Kingdoms,  ought  not  to  be  difpofed 
of  by  any  one  of  the  Kingdoms,  but  by  joint  Ad- 
vice of  both,  as  might  ierve  moil  for  the  Peac;e, 
Happinefs,  and  Security  of*  his  Majefly  and  both 
Kingdoms;  which  we  fortified  with.feveral  Argu- 
ments from  the  Interefls  and  Relations  which  both 
Kingdoms  have  equally  to  the  King,  and  from  the  '  . 

Covenant  and  Treaty  between  the  Kingdoms,  as 
the  befl  Way  to  preferve  our  Unity.  But  fince 
your  Lordfhips  dp  adhere  to  the  Vote  of  the

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An. «.  Car.  I.  Conference)  to  report  the  Difference  of  our  Judg- 
1 646.  ^  juent  to  the  Honourable  Houfes ;  who,  upon  better 
Reafons,  both  may,  and,  we  hope  will,  take  their 
Vote  into  further  Conflderation  :  And  fo,  tnth 
Refervation  of  our  Judgment,  That  the  difpofing 
of  his  Majefty's  Perfon  doth  belong  to  both,  and 
not  anyone  of  the  Kingdoms,  efpecially  In  ftich  a 
Juncture  of  Affairs  as  both  Kingdoms  fland  enr 
gaged  in  this  Caufe,  I  fhall  defcend  particularly 
how  the  King's  Perfon  fhould  be  difpofed  of  to 
the  beft  Advantage  of  both  Kingdoms,  and  for  at- 
taining fuch  a  happy  Peace  as  all  good  Men  fhould 
defire. 

*  But  leafl  we  (hould  walk  in  the  Dark  upon 
Obfcurity  of  ambiguous  Words,  I  fhall  denre. 
That  the  Words  Difpofing  of  the  King's  Perfon 
may  be  rightly  underftood,  and  the  true  Senfe  of 
it  may  be  clearly  known :  For,  Dolus  verfatur 
in  Univerfalibus,  And,  To  dtfpofe  of  the  Ktng^s 
PerfoHy  as  both  Houfes,  or  both  Kingdoms,  fhaU 
think  fit^  may,  in  fome  Senfe,  be  to  depofe,  or 
worfe :  But  becaufe  the  Word  difpofe  may  ad- 
mit a  more  benign  Interpretation,  as  when  Men 
commit  their  Eftates  and  Children,  or  that  which 
is  dearefl  to  them  to  be  difpofed  of  (which  is  but 
to  be  advifed)  by  thofe  who  have  nearefl  Relation 
to  them,  and  in  whom  they  repofe  mofl:  Truf^ 
I  fhall  fpeak  of  the  difpofing  of  his  Majefly's 
Royal  Perfon  in  that  Senfe,  which,  I  hope,  is  alfo 
the  Senfe  of  the  Houfes.  Nor  do  I  know  any 
other  Way  how  his  Majefly's  Perfon  can  te  dif- 
pofed of,  but  that  he  be  put  either  under  Reftraint, 
or  be  at  Freedom  with  Honour  and  Safety:  As 
for  the  Way  of  Rcftraint,  I  look  upon  it  as  it 
looks  upon  us,  as  a  Remedy  more  dangerous  thati 
the  Difeafe ;  and  as  a  Mean  to  draw  the  War  of 
foreign  Kings  upon  us,  (efpecially  the  Prince  be- 
ing in  other  Kingdoms)  rather  then  to  quiet  our 
Troubles  at  home.  And  therefore  fuppofing  that 
none  of  the  Kingdoms  will  take  any  Way  con- 
cerning his  MajeflyV  Perfon,  but  fuch  as  may 

con- 
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condft  with  Duty  and  Honour,  and  which  mayAn.  ii.  Car.  I. 
lefien,  and  not  increafe  our  Troubles,  I  fhall  lay       ^***' 
afide  the  Way  of  Reftraint ;  and  fpeak  of  the  Way    ^""^^^^ 
which  may  be  with  Freedom,  Honour,  and  Safe- 
ty which  can  be  no  other  but  that  his  Majefty 
wall  go  into  Scotland^  or  come  to  his  Parliament 
here,  or  (bme  of  his  Houfes  near  abouts. 

*  His  going  into  Scotland  hfvW  of  Dangers  and 
Inconveniences  to  both  Kingdoms :  The  Amale^ 
kites  are  not  yet  driven  out  of  that  Land :  The 
bloody  barbarous  Irijh^  banded  with  a  wicked 
Crew  of  Malignants,  pofTefs  the  Mountains  and 
Highlands,  which  are  the  Strong-holds  and  never- 
conquer'd  Parts  of  that  Kingdom.  They  have 
not  laid  down  Arms,  but  l^eep  in  a  Body  together; 
and  they  are  fo  near  Ireland,  as  the  Forces  of  the 
Rebels  there  may  in  two  or  -  three  Hours  Space 
come  over  and  join  \wth  them ;  and  Scotland  not 
being  able  to  keep  and  entertain  Armies  long,  the 
King,  being  there,  may  raife  fuch  Forces  'mScot- 
landj  as  may  make  Way  quickly  into  England, 
And  therefore  his  Majefly's  going  into  Scotland^  be- 
lore  our  Peace  be  fe^ed,  being  of  moil  dangerous 
Confequence  to  both  Kingdoms,  I  fhall  humbly 
effer  to  your  Lordfhips  Confideration  his  Majefty*s 
coming  to  London,  or  fome  of  his  Houfes  herea- 
bouts, as  the  moft  probable  Way  to  procure  a 
fpeedy  and  happy  Agreement ;  which  is  alfo  his 
Majefty's  own  Defire  in  his  Anfwer  to  the  Propo- 
iitions.  And  although  no  Perfualion  of  ours  coidd 
prevail  to  procure  a  more  fatisfa<Sory  Anfwer  for 
the  Time,  than  what  is  returned  to  the  Houfes  of 
Parliament,  yet  I  afiure  your  Lordfhips  that  the 
Conunittee  of  Eftates  of  the  Parliament  of  Scotland, 
and  the  Noblemen  who  were  at  NewcaJUe,  did 
faithfully  cotxtribute  their  befl  Endeavours  that 
his  Majefly  might  have  given  his  AfFent  to  the 
Propofitions :  And  as  wfe  did  then  deliver  our 
Minds  with  that  Plainnels  and  Freedom  which 
was  fit  for  faithful  and  loyal  Subje6b,  with  no  lejs 
-Regard  to  this  Kingdom  than 'our  own  Nation; 
'  *  fo 
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An,  II.  c»r.  lifojnc  of  a  Surfeit,  others  of  the  Plague^  and  many 
thought  he  was  poifon^d  ;  but  whether  he  was  or 
notj  it  was  confetTed  by  all  Men  that  he  died  fud- 
denly  ;  and  it  U  moft  certain  the  Parliament  fu- 
fpccled  him  to  harbour  fome  honourable  Thoughts 
of  hi5  Maje{ty,  and  that  was  Reafon  ciioagh  to 
kill  him  by  one  Means  or  other/ — The  Truth  of 
this  laft  AiTertion  we  know  not ;  hut  thus  much 
appears  from  the  Jaurnah  of  the  Commons^  that 
they  looked  upon  it  as  fo  fcandalous  a  Rcflcc* 
tion,  that  they  appointed  a  Committee  to  find  out 
the  Author  and  Printer  of  this  News  Paper. 

Lord  Ciarendm  ^  agrees  with  the  laft  Writer  as 
to  the  Rumour  of  the  EarFs  being  poifon'd,  and  his 
good  Intentions  towards  the  King  ;  which  laft  he 
imputes  *  to  aRefentment  of  the  Indignities  hinifelf 
had  received  from  the  ungrateful  Parliament,  and 
a  wonderful  Apprehenfion  and  Deteftation  of  the 
Ruin  he  faw  like  to  befall  the  King  and  the  King- 
dom i'  adding,  *  That  Cramweli  and  his  Party  were 
wonderfully  exalted  with  hts  Death,  he  being  the 
only  Perfon  whofe  Credit  and  Intereft  they  fear*d 
without  any  Efteem  of  his  Perfon/ 

Mr*  Ludisw  informs  us  ^^  *  That  the  EarPs 
Death  was  occafioned  by  his  having  over-heated 
himfeJf  in  the  Chace  of  a  Stag  in  IVindjor  Fpreft; 
and  that  it  was  a  great  Lofs  to  thofe  of  his  Party, 
who,  to  keep  up  their  Spirits  and  Credit,  procu- 
red his  Funeral  to  be  celebrated  with  great  Mag- 
nificencej  at  the  Charge  of  the  Public/  By  which 
Manner  of  Expreffion,  he  feems  to  conhrm  the 
foregoing  Obfervations  as  to  the  Earl's  Inclinations 
towards  the  King.  He  alfo  concurs  with  Lord 
Clar£ndQn\  Opinion  of  Cromwell^  faying,  *  He 
wa*  perfuaded  the  Lieutenant-GeneraJ  had  alrea- 
dy conceived  the  Defign  of  deftroying  the  Civil 
Authority,  and  letting  up  for  hlmfelf/

Liidurne's  Attack  agaiuft  this  Body  was  not  fmgu-a  Pimphlct, 
Jar;  there  were  many  other  Pamphlets  pubhflied^''°^^^eainftthd 
about  this  Time,  endeavouring  to  fap  the  Foun-hu^tr'  '^  " 
dation  of  the  antient  Jurifdiffion  of  the  Peers, 
One  of  thefe,  particularly,  was  cenfured  the  i6th 
of  this  Month  by  the  Lords^  and  ordered  to  be 
burnt  by  the  Hands  of  the  common  Hangman.

Then  the  next  Vote  being  read,  *  Refolvedy  Cffr. 
That  this  Houfe  doth  declare.  That  whatfoevcr 
Conference,  Confultation,  or  Debate  {hall  be  had 
with  the  Commiflioners  of  Scotland^  concerning 
the  Difpofal  of  the  Perfon  of  the  King,  it  fhalT 
not  be  underftood  to  be  any  Capitulation,  in  rela- 
tion to  retarding  the  March  of  the  Scots  Armies  and 
Forces  out  of  the  Kingdom,  or  of  any  Treaty  be- 
tween the  Kingdoms  concerning  the  fame  :'   And 
the  Queliion  being  again  put,  Whether  this  Vote 
fhould  fo  pafs  ?  it  was  alfo  carried  in  the  Affirma- 
tive, without  any  Diflent  enter'd  againft  it.     A 
Committee  of  fourteen  Lords  was  likewife  ap- 
pointed to  confer,  confult,  and  debate  on  the  Sub- 
*oth"H^«  Ip-j^?  ^  ^e  foregoing  Votes,  with  the  Scots  Com- 
Pointed  to  confer miffioncrs;  and  a  proportionable  Number  of  the 
with  the  Scott  Commons  were  defired  to  join  with  them,  which 
Srit""    they  agreed  to. 

OSfoher.  The  chief  Bufmefs  of  all  this  Month 
was  debating  and  difputing  about  the  Difpofal  of 
the  King's  Perfon,  in  confequence  of  the  forego- 
ing Votes  ;  the  Commons  pofitively  aiferting  it  as 
the  fole  and  abfolute  Right  of  the  Englijh  Nation, 
the  King  being  in  England ;  and  the  Scots  Comr 
miffioners  as  ftrongly  infifting  on  their  Joint  Right 
therein.  ^  The  Arguments,  on  the  Sects  Side,  are 
entered  in  the  Lords  Journals  \  and  were  printed  in 
a  fingle  Pamphlet  of  this  Time,  which  is  in  our 
Cplleftion,  together  with  fonie  Speeches  of  the 
Lord  Chancellor  of  Scotland^  delivered  at  difFerent 
Meetings  of  the  Englijh  and  Scots  Commiilion- 
crs  for  this  Bufinefs.  The  Printer  of  this  Pamr 
phlet,  we  find,  was  afterwards  queftioned  for  it  in 
the  Houfe  of  Lords;  tho',  upon  proving  that  it  was 
Ucenfed  by  ov&Mahbot^  affigned  to  that  Office,  hb 
-    was  difmifTed.     But  that  this  Affair  was  more  narr 
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rowly  fearched  into  by  the  Commons,  is  certain  An.  22.  Car.  I. 
from  the  Proceedings  in  their  yourriais:  For,  upon        'M* 
a  ftrifSl  Examination  of  the  Printers,  they  found  rfiat    ^^'Ty^'^ 
the  Preface  to  thefe  Speeches,  to  be  printed  with      ^'^'***^ 
them,  was  given  to  Laurence  Chapman^  a  Bookfeller, 
by  the  Lord  Chancellor  of  Scotland's  own  Hand. 
On  which  the  following  Obfervations  were  made  : 
Firft,  That  to  have  Arguments  held  forth  to  the     ■ 
Kingdom,  againA  the  Judgment  of  Parliament^  in 
Matters  of  this  Importance,  is  not  for  the  Good 
of  the  Kingdom.     Next,  To  have  Arguments 
printed  all  on  one  Side,  and  none  of  the  other^  Is 
not  to  deal  fairly  with  the  Kingdom.     Laftly,  To 
defure  the  Lords,  That  a  Committee  may  be  ap- 
pointed to  join  with  one  of  their  Houfe,  to  confider 
of  fome  Way  of  righting  the  Houfes,  and  to  prevent 
Inconveniences  of  the  like  Nature  for  the  future. 

But  the  Scots^  being  aware  of  fome  Impedinient  ' 
to  their  Pamphlet  in  London^  had  taken  Care  to 
have  another  printed,  by  the  King's  Printer,  at

der :  /  underftand  that  the  Right  Hen.  the  Lord-Cbancelhr  of  Scot- 
land bad  not  Right  dotu  birtf  by  the  printed  Copy  of  hit  Speech  to  thf 
Kings  Majefty  at  Newcaftle,  concerning  tbePrepcftians  of  Peacf, 
there  being  in  that  Copy  Errors  and  Omijioni,  and  both  materiali 
Vfhicb  bath  moved  me  to  refohe,  as  to  print  the  former  [already  gi- 
ven at  p.  83.]  according  to  the  true  Copy,  fo,  for pre-venting  the  like 
Mijiakes  and  Mi/reprejentationst  frfi  to  procure  to  myfelf,  and  novr 
to  communicate  ts  the  public  VieWf  tbt  true  Tr^nfcripts  of  tbefelafi 
tbree  Speecbet, 
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An.  14.  Car.  I.  and  how  to  difpofe  of  his  Majefty's  Perfon,  which 
'*4^**    ^    is  a  Matter  very  ticklifh,  and  of  moft  high  Con- 
cernment ;  and  they  who  would  build  very  high, 
muft  dig  very  low  for  a  firm  Foundation:  And 
therefore  I  fhall  make  bold  to  defire,  That  what- 
ever we  refolve  upon  concerning  the  King's  Ma* 
jefty,  it  may  be  done  by  joint  Advice  and  Confent 
of  both  Kingdoms ;  and  that  the  Unity  between 
the  Kingdoms  may  be  inviolably  preferved,  as  that 
wherein  (next  to  God's  Proteiftion)  the  chief 
Strength  of  both  lies,  which  ihould  be  laid  as  a 
Ground  of  our  future  Debates,     And  becaufe  the 
Purpofe  we  are  to  fpeak  of  is  very  grave  and  fcri- 
ous,  I  fhall  fpeak  of  it  with  that  Sincerity,  as  I 
wifh  my  Words  were  written  with  the  Beams  of 
the  Sun,  and  regiftered  to  Pofterity,  that  all  the 
World  might  fee  the  Candour  and  Integrity  of  our 
Proceedings  towards  the  King  and  our  Brethren  of 
England :  And,  as  I  had  occafion  once  to  exprefs 
in  this  Place,  fo  Ao  I  now  fay.  That  no  Man  hadi 
Confcience  nor  Honour  who  wdll  not  remember 
our  Solemn  League  and  Covenant,  as  the  ftrongeft 
Bond  under  Heaven  between  God  and  Man,  be- 
tween Man  and  Man,  and  between  Nation  and 
Nation ;  in  which  our  Unity  is  founded  upon  Ve- 
rity in  a  threefold  Relation,  to  God,  to  the  King, 
^d  amongft  ourfelves :  The  firft  is  the  greateft, 
an4  afcends  as  high  as  Heaven ;    for  Religion, 
which  hath  its  Name  a  Religando^  unites  us  to 
God  himfelf;  and  fo  long  as  he  is  in  League  with 
lis,  we  need  not  fear  who  be  againft  us.     Let  us 
therefore  hold  faft  our  Unity  in  Religion,  and  be- 
ware of  Toleration  of  all  Religions,  which  is  the 
ready  Way  to  have  none ;  for  there  is  nothing  more 
^ivine  in  God  than  Unity,  and  nothing  more  di- 
abolical in  the  Devil  than  Divifion,  who  therefore 
is  known  to  the  Vulgar  by  his  cloven  Foot  to  be 
the  Spirit  of  Div-ifion, 

*  The  next  pround  and  Relation  of  our  Unity 
is  with  the  King,  to  whom  we  are  bound  (in  the 
■   ftriiaeft  Bonds  of  loyal  Subjedlioii)  by  our  Alle- 
giance and  Covenant,  as  to  one  Head  and  Mo- 
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jiarch;  and  therefore  the  fklthful  Endeavours  of  An*  ji 
both  Kingdoms  fliould,  without  wearying^  be 
conftantly  contributed,  that  we  may  be  united  to 
him  by  a  happy  and  jull  Peace  j  for  if  one  of  the 
Kingdoms  fliall  caft  ofF  the  King,  and  the  other 
have  a  King;  if  the  one  fliall  make  Peace  with  the 
King,  and  the  other  not  make  Peace^  but  be  ftill 
at  Variance  with  him,  it  is  to  be  feared  that  no 
human  Wit  nor  Policy  will  be  able  to  keep  the 
two  Kingdoms  long  without  a  Rupture:  And  if  it 
pJeafe  God  fo  to  incline  the  King's  Heart,  and  di- 
red:  the  Wifdom  of  the  Parliaments,  as  that  the 
King  and  we  could  make  a  happy  Agreement,  no 
Power  or  Policy  can  be  able  to  divide  usj  for 
fui  conveniunt  um  tertJQy  eonvemunt  inter  ft. 

'  The  third  Ground  and  Relation  of  our  Unity 
IS  the  Conjunftion  of  the  two  Kingdoms ;  which 
hath  been  acknowledged  to  be  (b  neceiTary  and 
ufeful  to  bothj  that  they  have  often  declared  they 
wouldftand  and  fall,  and, like /f/^^&fr£?ffj's  Twins, 
live  and  dye  together.  And,  therefore*  as  wc 
regard  ourSolemn  League  and  Covenant  with  God 
Almighty^  and  tender  the  Standing  and  Safety  of 
the  Kingdoms ;  let  U5,  with  one  Heart  and  Mind, 
join  our  Counfels  and  Attions,  that  whatfoever 
we  refolve  upon  for  our  common  Peace  and  Secu- 
rity in  relation  to  the  King,  ajid  of  each  King- 
dom to  other,  may  be  done  in  Zeal  to  Religion, 
sn  Loyalty  to  the  King,  and  with  Unanimity  1- 
mon^  ourfelves.  And  as  the  PythagoreQns  did 
note  the  Number  of  two  with  the  Mark  of  Infamy, 
as  being  the  firft  Number  chat  durfl  part  from 
Unity'";  ^Oy  which  foever  of  the  Kingdoms  {hall 
firft  violate  tbe  Unity  which  is  bound  up  in  our 
Covenant^  may  apply  it  to  thcmfelves;  But  if  we 
Jhall  adhere  to  that  Unity  which  is  buUded  upon 
the  firm  Foundation  of  Verity,  in  our  Relationa 
to  Religion,  the  King,  and  amongft  ourfelves,  it 
will  be  a  threefold  Cord  which  is  not  eafUy  broken  ; 

and 
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An*  «t>  Cir.  L  and  our  Unity,  I  hope,  ihall  be  turned  into  ,an 
1*46'  Identity,  and  both  Kingdoms  may  be  perfectly  one* 
'  Having  thus,  in  the  firft  Place,  laid  a  Ground 
for  Unity  of  Countds  and  Refolutions,  I  fhall,  in 
the  next  Place,  humbly  dcfire  and  proteft.  That 
whatever  may  be  our  Propofitions  or  Debates  con- 
cerning the  King,  it  be  not  mif-conftrued  as  if 
one  of  the  Kingdomi  were  impofing  Conditions 
upon  thfi  othcrj  or  that  we  are'abfolutdy  wedded  to 
any  one  Dfcfirc  more  than  to  another ;  but  that 
(all  feveral  Ways  being  amicably  debated  and 
rightly  pondered,)  that  which  may  fcrvc  moft  for 
the  Safety,  Security^  and  Happinefs  of  the  Kiog, 
and  bothKingdoms,  may  be  gravely  rcfolved  upon. 
And  now  1  come  to  the  Quemon  itiUfj  concerning 
the  difpofmg  of  his  Majefty's  Perfon  ;  firft  nega- 
tively, and  then  pofitivcfy :  Negatively,  the  Quef- 
tion  13  not  of  the  Power  and  Authority  of  ihc 
Houfes  of  Parljamcnt  in  difpofmg  of  any  Perfon, 
or  judging  of  any  Cafe  which  is  of  iingle  Cgncern- 
inent  to  England',  rior  is  the  Queflion  how  the 
King's  Perfon  may  be  difpofcd  of,  dt  FalfQy  by  anjf 
one  of  the  Kingdoms ;  neither  is  the  Queftion  pro- 
perly de  jure  fcf  p^ff^y  ^tit  ik  ejfe  (^  bct:e  efft:  And 
as  it  is  neither  good  Logic  por  good  Divinity  to 
argue  a  poffe  ad  tjfe  \  fo  fure  I  am,  in  this  Cafe,  it 
is  far  worfe  Policy  for  cither  Kingdom  to  difpute 
what  they  may  do  in  the  Height  of  their  Power, 
when  both  areconfuhing  what  is  fittc/l  to  be  done 
for  the  Peace  and  Security  of  both.  And  the  Re- 
lation of  both  Kingdoms  to  his  Majeity,  and  of 
each  Kingdom  to  other,  being  rightly  confidered, 
as  he  is  King  to  both ;  as  both  are  Subj^^s  to  him  j 
aa  both  are  engaged  in  the  fame  Caufe,  and  havp 
been  in  the  fame  War,  and  are  labouring  under 
the  fame  Danger;  are  fecking  the  fame  Remedies, 
and  fhould  have  the  fame  Securitj^;  we  do  hold. 
That  the  difpofmg  of  the  King^s  Perfon  doth  not 
properly  belong  to  any  one  of  the  Kingdoms,  but 
jointly  to  both.  And  after  Scotlorfd  hath  fuffered 
tfie  Heat  of  the  Day  and  Winter's  Cold  ;  have  for^

the  Hands  of  the  Scots  Army ;  and  that,  by  the 

BleiSjcg  of  God  upon  the  joint  Endeavours  of 

both  Kingdoms,  we  are  come  to  the  Harbour  of  a 

peace;   we  cannot*  expe£l  that  the  Honourable 

Houfes  win  think  it  agreeable  y^ith  Confcience  or 

Honour,  or  with  the  Juftice  of  the  Houfes,  that 

the  Perfon  of  the  King  ihould  be  difpofed  of  by 

them,  as  they  fhall  think  fit,  or  by  any  one  of  the 

Kingdoms  alone ;  but  that  whatever  Ihall  be  re- 

folved  in  this  may  be  done  by  Joint  Advice  of  1-  >^, 

as  may  ferve  moft  for  the  Peace,  Seciuit/,  and

*  A  T  our  laft  Meeting  in  this  Conference,  your  His  Speech  at  the 
/^  Lordfhips  did  aflert  the  Vofe  of  the  Houfes,  f«^  Mectip^ 
That  the  Perfon  of  the  King  (hould  be  difpofed  on 
as  the  two  Houfes  fhall  think  fit ;  and  we  did 
hold.  That  the  King,  who  is  the  Head  and  Mo- 
narch of  both  Kingdoms,  ought  not  to  be  difpofed 
of  by  any  one  of  the  Kingdoms,  but  by  joint  Ad- 
vice of  both,  as  might  ferve  niofl  for  the  Pea<;e, 
Happinefs,  and  Security  of  his  Majefty  and  both 
Kingdoms ;  which  we  fortified  with  feveral  Argu- 
ments from  the  Interefls  and  Relations  which  both 
Kingdoms  have  equally  to  the  King,  and  from  the 
Covenant  and  Treaty  between  the  Kingdoms,  as 
the  befl  Way  to  preferve  our  Unity.  But  fince 
your  Lordfhips  do  adhere  to  the  Vote  of  the 
HoUfes,  as  that  which  you  cannot  part  from,  we  do 
humbly  defire.

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An.  22.  Car.  I.  Conference)  to  report  the  Difference  of  our  Judg- 
1646'  ment  to  the  Honourable  Houfes ;  who,  upon  better 
^'^^^^  Reafons,  both  may,  and,  we  hope  will,  take  their 
Vote  into  further  Confideration  :  And  fo,  iirith 
Refervation  of  our  Judgment,  That  the  difpofing 
of  his  Majefty's  Pcrfon  doth  belong  to  both,  ana 
not  anyone  of  the  Kingdoms,  cfpccially  in  fuch  a 
Juncture  of  Affairs  «s  both  Kingdoms  ftand  en- 
gaged in  this  Caufe,  I  fhall  defcend  particularly 
how  the  King's  Perfon  fhould  be  difpofed  of  to 
the  beff  Advantage  of  both  Kingdoms,  and  for  at- 
t^ing  fuch  a  happy  Peace  as  all  good  Men  fliould 
deflre. 

^  But  leaff  we  (hould  walk  in  the  Dark  upon 
Obfcurity  of  ambiguous  Words,  I  {hall  detire. 
That  the  Words  Difpofing  of  the  King's  Ptrf9n 
may  be  rightly  undcrftood,  and  the  true  Senfe  of 
it  may  be  clearly  known :  For,  Dolus  verjatur 
in  Vniverfalihus*  And,  To  difpofe  of  the  King*s 
Perfoiij  as  both  HoufeSy  or  both  Kingdoms^  fhaU 
think  fity  may,  in  fome  Senfe,  be  to  depofs^  ox 
worfe :  But  becaufe  the  Word  difpofe  may  ad- 
mit a  more  benign  Interpretation,  as  when  Men 
commit  their  Eftates  and  Children,  or  that  which 
is  deareff  to  them  to  be  difpofed  of  (which  is  but 
to  be  advifed)  by  thofe  who  have  neareft  Relation 
to  them,  and  in  whom  they  repofe  moft  Trult, 
I  fhall  fpeak  of  the  difpofing  of  his  Majefty*s 
Royal  Pcrfon  in  that  Senfe,  which,  I  hope,  is  alfo 
the  Senfe  of  the  Houfes.  Nor  do  I  know  any 
other  Way  how  his  Majefty's  Perfon  can  be  dif- 
pofed of,  but  that  he  be  put  either  under  Reflraint, 
or  be  at  Freedom  with  Honour  and  Safety:  As 
for  the  Way  of  Rcftraint,  I  look  upon  it  as  it 
looks  upon  us,  as  a  Remedy  more  dangerous  tha^i 
the  Difeafe;  and  as  a  Mean  to  draw  the  War  of 
foreign  Kings  upon  us,  (efpecially  the  Prince  be- 
ing in  other  Kingdoms)  rather  then  to  quiet  oii 
Troubles  at  home.  And  therefore  fiippofmg  that 
none  of  the  Kingdoms  will  take  any  Way  con- 
cerning his  Majefty's  Perfon,  but  fuch  as  may 

cou- 
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conAft  with  Duty  and  Honour,  and  which  may 
ieflen,  and  not  increafe  our  Troubles,  I  fliall  lay 
afidc  the  Way  of  Reftraint ;  and  fpeak  of  the  Way 
which  may  be  with  Freedom,  Honour,  and  Safe- 
ty, which  can  he  no  other  but  that  his  Majefty 
IhalJ  go  into  Scotland^  or  come  to  his  Parliament 
here,  or  fome  of  his  Houfes  near  abouts* 

*  His  going  into  Scotland  is  full  of  Dangers  and 
Inconveniences  to  both  Kingdoms :  The  AmaU- 
kites  are  not  yet  driven  out  of  that  Land :  The 
bloody  barbarous  Irrfi^  banded  with  a  wicked 
Crew  of  MalignantSj  pofTefs  the  Mountains  and 
Highlands,  which  are  the  Stronoj-holds  and  never- 
conquered  Parts  of  that  Kingdom*  They  have 
not  laid  down  Arms,  but  keep  in  a  Body  together; 
and  they  are  fo  near  Ireland,  as  the  forces  of  the 
Rebels  there  may  in  two  or  ■  three  Hours  Space 
come  over  and  join  with  them ;  and  Scsstiand  not 
being  able  to  keep  and  entertain  Armies  long,  the 
King,  being  there,  may  raife  fuch  Forces  'w^^coU 
land^  as  may  make  Way  quickly  into  Eiigland, 
And  therefore  his  Majefty's  going  into  Scotland^  be- 
fore our  Peace  be  fettled^  being  of  moll  dangerous 
Confequence  to  both  Kingdoms,  I  fliall  humbly 
offer  to  your  Lordihips  Confideration  his  Majefly's 
coming  to  London,  or  fome  of  his  Houfes  herea- 
bouts, as  the  moft  probable  Way  to  procure  a 
fpeedy  and  happy  Agreement  j  which  is  alfo  his 
Majefty*s  own  Defire  in  his  Anfwer  to  the  Propo- 
sitions. And  although  no  Perfuafion  of  ours  could 
prevail  to  procure  a  more  fatisfadtory  Anfwer  for 
the  Time,  than  what  is  returned  to  the  Houles  of 
Parliament,  yet  I  aiTurc  your  Lordftiips  that  the 
Committee  of  Effaces  of  the  Parliament  oi  Scothml^ 
and  the  Noblemen  who  were  at  NewcaJUc^  did 
faithfully  contribute  their  beft  Endeavours  that 
his  Majefty  might  have  given  his  Afleni  to  the 
Propoiitions:  And  as  we  did  then  deliver  our 
Minds  with  that  Plalnnefs  and  Freedom  which 
was  fit  for  faithful  and  loyal  Subje^s,  with  no  lefs 
Regard  to  this  Kingdom  than 'our  own  Nation  ;

*— v***'    with  the  Honourable  Houfes  in  every  I'hing  which 

Odkuber,     ^^^  promote  thcgrcit  Workof  Reformation^  and 

fettle  Religion,  according  to  the  Covenant,  with  a 

well-grounded  Peace.     And  for  thefe  Ends  we 

defire  that  his  Majefty's  Anfwcr  may  be  impn^ 

ved  to  the  beft  Advantage  of  the  Publick. 

*•  For  albeit  the  King  hath  not  given  a  prefenC 
Aflent  to  the  Propofitions,  yet  he  hath  not  in  hit 
Anfwcr  refufed  them »  but  doth  promife,  That  he 
will  chearfuUy  grant  and  give  his  Afient  unto  all 
fuch  Bills  (at  the  Defirc  of  the  two  Houfes)  and 
reafonablc  Depiands  for  Scotland^  which  £ball  be 
really  for  the  Good  and  Peace  of  his  People :  To 
which  End  he  defireth  and  propofeth.  That  he 
may  come  to  London^  or  any  of  his  Houfes  there- 
abouts, upon  Security  that  he  fhall  be  there  with 
Honour,  Freedom,  and  Safety,  as  the  beft  Ex- 
pedient to  procure  a  happy  Agreement  between  hi? 
Majefty  and  his  Parliament  j  which  wc  defire  may 
be  weighed  in  the  Balance  of  righteous  Judgment^ 
as  a  Bufuiefs  of  the  greateft  Confequcnce  which 
can  fall  within  human  Confidcration,  and  where- 
in the  Glory  of  God  is  moil  concerned  of  any  Bvi- 
iineis  under  Heaven.     For  upon  a  bleHcd  Agree- 
ment between  the  King  and  his  Parliament,  XeJi- 
gton  and  Righteoufnefs,  Truth  and  Peace,  which 
arc  the  Compcnd   and  Height  of  all  Happincfs* 
will  be  eftabliflied,  to  the  eternal  Fame  and  Glory 
of  Great  Britain^  and  the  great  Comfort  of  all  the 
Proteftant  Churches  ;  and  upon  ourDifagrecmcnt, 
all  the  Calamities  of  a  bloody  and  unnatural  War 
will  be  continued,  and  nothing  heard  nor  feen  \n 
Church  nor  State  but  Confufion.  God  hath  brougl^t 
both  Kingdoms,  through  the  Surges  and  Waves  of 
a  boifterouB  Tempeft,  into  the  Harbour  of  a  Peace, 
and  hath  fcattered  moft  Part  of  our  Enemies  5  and 
,  now  our  Work  is  how  to  come  a&ore,  and  efta- 
blifh  a  right  Peace.    I  hope,  it  is  as  far  from  our 
X)e(ires  and  Intentions,  as  it  is  againfl  ouir  Cove- 
nant and  Profeffions,  to  change  the  Fundamental 
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Government.  We  have  need  to  take  heed,  thaX  ai 
"We  run  not  irom  one  Extreme  into  another  j  Dum 
Staiti  'vitanf  Fftia^  in  iGntrnria  currunt :  Therefore 
cur  Sti^dy  fhould  be  how  to  cure  the  Wound  which 
our  Sins  and  the  evil  Counl'els  of  others  have  mudc 
between  the  King  and  his  Parliarnept,  to  makeup 
the  Breach,  and  not  make  it  wider. 

*  It  hath  been  univerfally  acknowledged,  That 
the  King's  Removal  from  his  Parliament  is  the 
immediate  and  chief  Caufe  of  all  the  War,  Mif- 
chiefs,  and  Calamities  of  the  Kingdoms  :  Then  his 
Majelty's  Prefence  in  joining  with  his  Parltament 
muft  be  the  bell,  if  not  the  only  RemeJy  to  re- 
move our  Troubles  5  for  it  is  a  Maxim  no  lefs  true 
than  common,  that  Contraries  have  £ontrttty  Gofi- 
Jhquents,  ^ 

*  The  King  defiresto  come  to  his  Parliament^ 
not  only  to  have  his  Doubts  cleared,  and  have 
thofe  Difficulties  explained  which  hinder  his  Con- 
fent  to  the  Propofirions  as  they  now  Hand  ;  but 
iikewifc  that  his  Coming  may  raife  a  mutual  Confi- 
dence between  him  and  his  Parliament;  If  the 
laft  were  done,  the  firfl  would  Toon  be  performed, 
and  ail  thofe  Mountains  of  Difficulties  would  eafily 
be  removed,   and  become  Vallies. 

*  Your  Commiirioners  had  no  Power  to  gi^^e 
any  Reafons,  no  not  fo  much  as  tell  what  is  the 
Meaning  of  any  of  your  Demands,  nor  hearken  to 
any  Defire  of  the  King's :  And  certainly  'fomc 
Things  might  be  julHy  moved  by  his  Majefty, 
which  are  neceiTary  lor  the  Crown  and  a  well- 
grounded  Peace,  as.  That  he  may  have  his  Re- 
venues ^  That  he  may  return  with  Honour  zwd 
Safety  to  his  Crown  and  Government :  And  if  the 
King  were  with  his  Parliamentj  where  he  might 
both  give  and  receive  Satisfat^on^  he  mighty  with 
Reafon,  be  convinced  to  alTent  to  what  he  now 
conceives  to  be  unreafonabte. 

*  The  making  of  a  Peace  is  fo  great  and  glo- 
fious  a  Work,  and  fo  acceptable  to  all  good  Menj 
and  to  the  whole  People,  that  it  would  fafcer  io 
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l.g'cat  Trouble)  be  like  Rain  to  the  new  mown 
Grafs,  or  like  a  Refurrection  froni  the  Dead,  and 
is  a  Work  worthy  of  a  King*s  Prefencc  :  And  the 
King  may,  without  Arrogancy^defire  thatGlory  to 
himfelf,  the  more  to  re-ingratiate  him  to  his  Peo- 
ple, and  not  devolve  that  Honour  wholly  to  any 
other,  wherein  he  himfelf  ought  to  be  the  prime 
Aflor.  And  therefore  the  King's  Prefcnce  with 
his  Parliamentj  is  the  moft  probable  Way  to  at- 
tain to  a  rpeedy  and  bJefled  Peace  ;  which  certainly 
will  be  the  more  durable,  if  it  be  with  the  Good- 
liking  of  both  Sides. 

*  I  know  there  is  one  common  Objedtion  (and 
I  know  not  another)  wherewith  many  are  pofiefs'd 
and  prejudiced  agamft  the  King's  Coming  to  his 
Parliament,  That  his  Prefence  may  breed  Divifionj 
and  that  he  may  thereafter  withdraw  and  continue 
our  Troubles.  Unity  and  Concord,  I  confefs, 
is  that  by  whichKingdoms  and  Common- Wealths 
do  flourifh ;  and  there  is  nothing  more  dangerous 
than  Divifion,  Concordia  enim  Res  parv^e  crefcufft^ 
Difiordid  vera  maxima  diiabuntur.  But  is  there 
any  greater  or  more  dangerous  Divlfion,  than  to 
have  the  Head  divided  from  the  Body  I  To  have 
the  King  divided  from  his  Parliament,  theReprer 
fentative  Body  of  the  Kingdom,  whereof  he  is  the 
Head  ?  Hath  not  this  Divifion  divided  Brother 
againft  Brother,  the  Father  againft  the  Son,  and 
the  Son  againil  the  Father,  and  Country  againft 
Country  ?  This  Divifion  is  the  Caufe  of  all  our 
other  Divifions:  Take  this  away  and  all  our  other 
X)lvifiona  are  at  an  End  ;  Ahlata  Caufa  toilttur 
Mffeifus.  The  King  doth,  with  all  Earneftnefs^ 
defire  to  be  joined  with  you;  and  ftands  more  in 
need  of  Reconciliation,  and  I  hope  will,  accotd- 
ing  to  his  ProfefTioni  endeavour  it,  ratlier  than  Di- 
vifion :  And,  Itruft,  the  Wifdom  of  the  Honou- 
rable Houfes  is  fuch  as  they  will  do  fo  too,  and  ra- 
ther be  reconciled  to  the  King,  than  divide  amongft 
ourfclvcs.  And  that  Argument,  not  to  admit  of 
the  King's  Coming  to  his  Parliament,  becaufe  his 
Prefence  may  breed  Divifion,  is  an  Arguunent  to 
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debar  him  perpetually  from  his  Parliament.  And 
noiif  the  Cafe  \%  altered  frnm  what  it  was^  when  it 
was  thought  unfit  that  the  King  fhould  come  to  his 
Parliamcntjbecaufe  then  he  had  Forces  in  the  Field, 
Gamfbns  and  Strong-holds  to  return  to :  Now  he 
hath  none  of  thefe  againfl  you,  and  his  Defire  of 
coming  to  his  Parliament  cannot  be  but  with  Re- 
/bJution  to  agree  and  ftay  with  you ;  for  if  he  were 
once  with  you,  where  can  he  go  from  you?  And 
if  they  were  efteemed  Enemies  to  the  Parliament 
and  the  Peace  of  the  Kin^^doms,  who  advifed  the 
King  to  withdraw  from  hia  Parliament,  what  E- 
flimation  will  the  World  have  of  them  who  will 
not  fufler  him  to  return  to  his  Parliament,  when 
he  offers  to  caft  himielf  into  your  Arms  I  Nor  can 
there  be  a  more  real  TeiHmony  of  our  Rcfpe£t 
and  AfFc^fion  to  England y  than  that  wc  defire  he 
may  be  with  you,  and  be  advifed  by  you;  neither 
can  you  have  any  greater  Honour,  than  that  (af- 
ter you  have  diifipated  your  Enemies)  his  Majefty 
is  willing  to  return  to  you  i  And  if  fo  kind  an  Of- 
fer fhall  berefufed,  and  the  King  driven  toDefpair, 
it  is  to  be  feared  thefe  Kingdoms  will  be  involved 
in  greater  Difficulties  than  ever;  and  we  fliall  be 
driven  out  of  the  Harbour  and  Entrance  of  a  Peace, 
into  the  Tempeft  of  new  and  bloody  Wars. 

*  For  although  Scotland  be  moft  willing  and 
defirous  that  the  King  ihould  return  to  his  Parlia- 
ment with  Honour,  Safety,  and  Freedom  ;  and 
that  he  may  remain  where  his  perfonal  Prefence 
xnay  ferve  molt  for  the  Security  and  Happinef^  of 
his  People;  yet  if  any  fuch  Courfe  fliall  be  taken, 
or  any  Demand  made,  for  rendering  of  his  Pcrfon, 
which  cannot  ftand  with  his  Honour  and  Safety; 
or  which  cannot  confiftwith  our  Duty,  Allegiance, 
and  Covenant;  nor  with  the  Honour  of  that  Army, 
to  whom  (in  Time  of  his  extreme  Danger)  he  had- 
hisRecourfe  for  Safety;  it  cannot  he  expeited  tliat 
we  can  be  capable  of  fo  bafe  an  Acl,  And  if  {to 
fhun  this,  and  avoid  Occafion  of  cjuarrclling  be- 
tween the  Kingdoms)  he  {ball  go  to  ^\-5r/.7w*^,  and 
refent  his  Expulfion  out  of  Engfandy  and  crave  the 
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Ad.  22.  Car.  I.  Affiftancc  of  that  Kingdom  for  Recovery  of  his 
16^6.  Right  to  his  Crown,  he  may  in  afhortTime  raifc 
*'r'7  "T^  fuch  Forces  in  Scotland  and  Ireland^  as,  with  the 
Ailiilance  of  foreign  Princes,  thefe  Kingdoms  may 
be  made  a  Field  of  Blood,  and  the  youngeft  a- 
mongft  us  not  live  to  fee  the  End  of  thefe  unna- 
tural Wars :  But  if  the  prefcnt  Opportunity  be 
wifely  managed,  and  that  we  maintain  che  juft  Pri- 
vileges of  Parliament  and  Liberty  of  the  Sulned  in 
both  Kingdoms,  with  that  Wifdom  and  Difcre- 
tion  as  that  may  be  given  to  God  which  is  God'Xy 
and  to  Ctejar  what  is  Cafar^s  ;  if  we  fear  God  and 
the  King,  and  do  not  meddle  with  them  who  are 
given  to  change;  that  fame  Divine  Providence 
and  Wifdom,  which  hath  brought  us  through  ma- 
ny Difficulties,  will  alfo  teach  us  how  to  eftablifh 
thefe  Kingdoms  in  Peace,  and  the  King's  Throne 
in  Righteoufnefs,  that  the  great  Bleffing  of  a  con- 
Hant  and  friendly  Conjui1<Slion  of  the  two  Kngdoms 
(now-united  by  Allegiance  and  loyal  Subjection  to 
one  Sovereign  and  Head)  may  be  firmly  obferved

we  fay,  (in  refpciSl  of  the  Intereft  and  Relation* 
which  both  Kingdoms  have  equally  to  the  ICing,

C*r.  l,by  the  Parliament  of  England^  yet  they  are  the 
Army  of  Scotiand^  raifcd  for  the  Purfuancc  of  the 
Ends  of  the  Covenant,  and  arc  to  be  ordered  and 
directed  by  the  P^liaments  or  Committee*  of 
both  Kingdoms  :  And  therefore  they  cannot,  with 
Confcienccj  Duty,  or  Honour,  deliver  the  Perfoa 
of  the  King,  without  hU  own  Confent,  to  be  dif- 
pofed  of  as  the  two  Houfes  fh all  think  fit:  But 
wc  have  declared,  and  do  ftill  declare.

*  Although  what  we  have  now  exprelTed  might 

*  be  fafficientj  as  to  our  Senfe  of  the  Vote ;  yet  it 

*  fhall  not  be  fuperfluousj  but  very  expedient,  that 
*'  we  fiirthef  clear  ourfelves  and  our  real  Intentions, 

*  in  that  which  we  flrft  ofFered  in  our  Paper  of  the 

*  nth  oi  Augufl^  concerning  a  joint  Confukation 
'  and  Refolution  of  both  Kingdoms,  what  is  next 

*  to  be   done  in  Reference  to  the  K.ing  ;  which 

*  Motion  we  now  refiime,  to  be  itiil  jjifilted  upon  : 

*  For  the  Queilion  is  not|  Whether  the  Houies  of 
'  Parliament  or  the  ^cqU  Army  ihall  difpofc  of 
'  the  Pcrfon  of  the  King  in  England  f  Our  Army 

*  claimeth  no  Power  to  difpofe  of  his  Majefty's 

*  Perfon.     And  as  they  could  not  refufe  to  receive 

*  him  when  he  came  amongft  them,  fo  they  arc 
'  ready  to  obey  and  fubmit  to  the  joint  Refolutions 

*  of  both  Kingdoms  concerning  his  Majefty,    Nei- 

*  ther  is  the  Queftion^  Which  of  the  two  King- 

*  doms  fliall  truft  the  other  with  the  prefentRen- 
'  dence  of  the  King's  Perfon,  till  he  be  difpofed  of 

*  by  the  Confcnt  and  Agreement  of  both  \  Let  it 

*  be  far  from  both  Kingdoms,  that  the  former  mu- 

*  tual  Confidence  fhould  now  turn  to  a  mutual 
'  Diffidence  ;  and  let  not  a  B!eJBng  from  Heaven 
■  be  expected  upon  either  of  che  Nations,  which 

*  continueth  not  faithful  to  the  other,  according 

*  to  the  Covenant.     Our  Confidence  in  the  Wlf- 

*  dom,  Juilice,  Loyalty,  and  Faithfulnefs  of  the 

*  Honourable  Houfes  is  fuch,  that  whenfoever  the 

*  King  fhaJl  be  willing  Co  return  unto  them,  and 

*  they  witling  to  receive  himt  We  ^all  not  malce 
'  the  leaft  Impediment,  but  give  ourchearful  Con- 

*  fent,     Leaft  of  all  is  the  Queftion  concerning 

*  any  Privilege  or  Power  of  the  Parliament  of  £«f- 
'  iayidy  or  any  Law,  Liberty,  or  Practice  of  this 

*  Kingdom,  to  difpofe  of  their  King.     It  is  not  our 

*  Meaning  to  controvert  what  in  that  Kind  they 

*  may  do,  or  at  any  Time  have  done^  according  to 

*  their  Laws,  which  are  beft  Icnowrt  to  themfelves, 
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*  for  their  Good  and  Safety,  wuhout  the  Icaft  Sba- 

*  dow  of  any  Dependency  upon  another  Kingdom.  _ 
'  But  wUhall  we  dclire  ii  may  be  rcmcinbreo,  that 

*  this  is  to  be  transferred  equally  to  the  Power  and 

*  Privilege  of  the  Parliament  oJ  Sc&tiiwd.     Wc  do 

*  notmeddlewith  any  of  the  fmgle  or  proper  Righta, 

*  Privileges,  or  Laws  of  this  Nition,  more  than 

*  wc  would  have  our  Brethren  to  meddle  with  ours.. 
^  It  is  one  Thing  what  the  Parliament  of  England 

*  might  have  done,  In  atiotherCaufe  or  War,beforc 

*  theif  Engagements  by  the  Covenant  and  Treaties 

*  with  the  Kingdom   of  Scstlavd :  It  is  another 

*  Thing  what  ought  to  be  done  after  fuch  Condi- 

*  tions  andTics,imp<5fedby  neither  Kingdom  upon 

*  the  other,  but  by  both  jointly  upon  themfelves, 

*  and  as  mutual  Obligations^  both  to  God  and  each 

*  to  other:  Although  we  might  alfo  go  further  back 

*  than  to  the  Covenant  and  Treaties,  and  plead 

*  the  common  and  equal  Intereft  of  the  Kingdoms, 

*  in  their  common  Head  and  Sovereign,  ever  fincc 

*  they  were  fo  united,  as  may  fufficiently  appear, 

*  c\'en  by   fome  Inftances  Ln  his  Majefty's  Time 

*  who  now  reigns  over  us.     It  maybe  rcmembred, 

*  as  to  the  Intereft  of  Scot /and ^  that  when  his  Ma- 

*  jcfly  was  firft  invited  and  defired  to  come  into 
'  that  Kingdom  to  be  crowned,  it  was  reprefented 
'  by  the  Lords  of  his  Majefty*s  Privy  Council  in 

*  &nghndy  that  the  great  Affairs  of  this  Kingdom 

*  could  hardly  difpenfe  with  his  Majefty's  going  to 

*  SiGtland-,  and,  therefore,  that  either  be  might  re- 
■  c  ei ve  h  i  s  Crown  of  $c&tlan  d  by  a  V  i  cegc  rent  th  ere , 

'  '•  or  that  it  might  be  fcnt  hither  unto  him.     Like 

*  as  this  prefent  Parliament,  when  the  King  went 

*  laft  into  Scotland  to  fettle  the  Peace  of  that  King- 

*  dom,  did  carneftly  defire  and  prefs  that  he  mi^ht 

*  not  go,  but   that  he  might  fiay  here  for  the 

*  urgent  Affairs  of  this  Kingdom.    But  both  in  the 

*  one  Cafe  and  in  the  other,  the  Intereft  of  the 

*  Kingdom  of  Scatknd  was  preferred  ;  and  as  it 

*  was  moft  ncceffary  that  his  MajeAy  Hiould  go 

*  into  that  Kingdom  for  receiving  that  Crown,  fo 

*  hi§ 
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*  hisMajefty  found  It  cKpedierit  to  go  thither  for  An 
*■  the  fettling  of  Peace.   It  may  ahb  be  remembredj 

*  as  to  the  Intereft  of  England^  that  the  EngliJ}}  No- 
'  hilityj  both  at  The  Birks^An,  1639,  and  at  Yorky 

*  Ait*  1640,  (whofe  LetCeis,  Co  that  Purpofe,  are 

*  yet  extant  and  to  be  feen)  and  this  Parliament, 

*  Afi.  164X3  did  claim  an  Intereft  to  fee  and  know 

*  our  Demands  propofed  to  the  King,  that  neither 

*  his  Majefty  nor  themfclvcs  might  be  thereby  prc- 
'  judiccd. 

*  But  the  prcfent  Qucflion  needcth  not  go  fo  far 

*  upon  a  back  Trade  ;  Whatfoever  the  joint  Inte- 

*  reft  of  the  Kingdoms  was  formerly,  it  is  without 
■*  Contro>'erfy  now  much  more  conjoined  :  And 

*  unlefs  we  lay  afide  the  Covenant,  Treaties,  Dc- 

*  claratioJi  of  both  Kingdoms,  attd  three  Years 

*  Conjun<5ion  in  this  War,  neither  Lhe  one  King- 

*  dom  nor  the  other  mull  now  look  back  what  they

*  Societies,  or  Nations,  which  have  a  joint  Intereft 

*  in  the  fame  Perfon,  Parent,  Mafter,  Servant,  or 

*  in  the  fame  Thing,  Inheritance,  Lands,  Houfe, 

*  Stock-,  or  the  like  :  In  which  Cafes,  one  of  the 

*  Parties  afTociated  may  not,  without  tlie  Confent 

*  of  the  other,  difpofe  of  that  which  is  common, 

*  erpccially  if  it  be  a  common  Perfon  ;  and  Icaft  of 
'  all,  if  it  be  a  Perfon  of  chiefeftEminency  or  Con - 

*  ceroment :  For  althougha  common  Thing  may  be 

*'  divided*

fay^  He  is  to  be  tlifpofed  of  as  both  Kingdoms  fhall 
think  fitting  j  and  ihey  foaify  their  AiErmatioii 
with  thefe  Reafons : 

*  They  1  ay.  That  he  is  not  only  King  of  Efigfand^ 
but  alfo  King  of  SnotlfJfid  i  and  aa  you  have  an  Inte- 
jeft  in  him,  he  being  King  of  Engiandy  fo  have  they 
no  lefs  Interert:  in  him,  he  being  King  of  Scotland. 
And  as  they  have  not  the  lolc  Intereft  in  him,  he

*  But  while  they  debate  this  great  Queftion  "with 
'    youj  touching  the  Difpofal  of  the  King^s  Ferfon; 

and  while  they  pofitlvely  affirm  that  he  is  to  be  dif- 
pofed  of  by  the  \o\wx  Confent  of  both  Nations,  give 
me  Leave  to  remember  you  that,  in  the  mean 
Time,  they  difpofe  wholly  of  him  themfelves  ^  and 
fo  have  done  for  thefc  fiix  Months,  arid  may  for  lix 
Months  longer,  for  any  thing  I  can  gather  out  of 
thefe  Papers « 

*  Their  Argument  runs  thus :  Whcrcibever  the 
Kingdom  of  Sattkfid  hath  an  Intereft  in  their  King> 
thene  they  may  difpofe  of  him  :  But  the  Kingdom 
of  Scetlnnd  hath  an  Intereft  in  their  King,  he  be- 
ing in  England t  therefore  in  England  they  may  dif- 
pofe of  him. 

*  Sir,  This  may  feem  at  the  firft  to  fome  to  be 
a  fair  and  fpecious  Argument;  but.  Jet  it  be  well 
conftdered,  it  will  prove  erroneous  and  fallacious: 
For,  in  the  major  Propofition,  they  underi^and 
■one  Thing  by  the  Word  King-,  and,  in  the  minor 
Propofition,  they  undeciland  another  Thing  by 
the  Word  Kingi  andfo  here  is  a  Conclufion  in-  ^ 
ferred  which  the  PremifTe^  will  not  warrant.  ^M 

'  For  the  clearing  whereof,  I  pray.  Sir,  remem-

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An.  12.  Car.  1.  i  J  fliall  take  this  as  irr^intccl  for  good  Law,  That , 
1646.  Yd  the  Pcifon  of  any  iNation  under  the  Sun,  which 
"^ftobcr  *^  *"  Amity  with  Efi^Iamiy  happen  to  come  into 
EvgUmdy  that'Perlbn  is  forthwith  a  SttbjcA  of 
t^igland ;  for  he,,  bein^  protcdlcd  by  the  LaWs  of 
England^  becomes  rhcrtby  fiibjcft  to  thofe  Laws  ; 
it  being  moft  certain  that  ProteSfio  trabit  Subjec~ 
tionemy  et  SuhjeSflo  ProteSfioneni ;  they  being  Re- 
latives, the  one  cannot  fland  without  the  other; 
anid'  as  no  Man  can  be  faid  to  be  a  Father  that 
hath  no  Soft,  nor  no  Man  a  Hufband  that'  hath  no 
Wife ;  fo  no  Man  can  be  faid  to  be  prote£bed  that 
is  not  withaH  thereby  fubjcdlcd  :  And  fiHce,  with- 
cBtfuch  Protcftion,  every  Man  may  kill  him  and 
diftroV  hinij  it  feems  to  Hand  with  no  Prbjiortioii 
of  Juftice,  that  a  Man  fh6u!d  be  protefted  in  Life, 
Lirhb,  or  Eftatc  by  any  Law,  that  Will  not  lUbjeA 
himfclf  to  that  Law. 

*  It  cannot  be  denied  but  that  there  is  a  twdfold 
Subjedtion,  legal  and  lodal ;  the  legal  Subje£tion 
is  due  from  a  Subjcdl:  to  his  natural  Prince  j  the 
local  from  any  Foreigner  to  that  Prince  or  State 
where  his  Perfon  doth  reftdc.  And  this,  though 
ifbt  only  ^ra  Tcmp^fe,  and  thfe  othei-  duringLire, 
yet  it  doth,  for  the  Time,  totally  obftfiicl  the 
Operation  of  the  other  Subjection :  So  that  no 
King  can  command  any  Subjcft  of  his,  living  out 
of  his  Kingdom;  but  iuch  Subject  of  his  is  to  be

That  if  a  King  of 
Stctiand  ^o\x\<\.  have  come  into  England  before  the 
Union  of  both  thefe  Kingdoms,  he  had  been  in- 
flantiy  a  Subjc6l  of  England^  ajid  his  Perfon  to  be 
di<pofed  of  by  the  folc  Authority  of  the  -Laws  of 
Eftglnnd^  for  cither  we  muft  take  him  as  a  King 
or  a  Subjcdl,  fince  bet\\'ixt  them  two  there  is  no 
Medium ;  as  a  King  we  cannot  take  him,  unlefs  we 
IriouM  commit  Treafon  againft  our  natural  Prince, 

and 
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and  fubjeta  ourfelves  to  any  but  him ;  it  bein^  moft  An.  %z.  Car,  I. 
certain  that  there  is  the  fame  Relation  betwixt  the        1646- 
King  and  his  Subje^fe,  as  betwixt  the  Hufband    '^-— \^-*J 
and  his  Wife ;  and  as  no  Man  can  be  faid  to  be  a     <^^o^^' 
Hufband  but  to  his  own  Wife,  fo  no  Man  can  be 
faid  to  be  a  King  but  to  his  own  Subjects ;'  arid 
therefore  we  cannot  adnut  of  any  Regality  in  the 
Perfon  of  a  King  of  Scotland  coming  into  England, 
unlefs,  at  the  fame  Time,  to  the  fame  Perfon,  we  . 
ihould  confefs  Subjeftion.   For  that  it  is  moft  true, 
that  as  none  can  be  faid  to  be  Rex  fme  Regno  j  fo    - 
ho  Man  can  be  faid  to  be  Rex  hut  in  Regno :  Thfere- 
fore,  if  a  King  of  Scotland^  coming  as  aforefaid'indo 
Engiatidy  if  againft  the  Laws  of  England  he  do  of- 
fend, by  thofe  Laws  of  England  he  muft  be  trled«  • 
and  bjrnpne  otiier ;  for  uhr qu'ts delmquit^  ibi punt- 
eiur.     And  it  is  moft  fure  that  we  have  difpofed  of 
the,Perfons  of  Kings  of  Scotland^   coming  int^si 
England^  both  living  and  dead  5  and  If  we  may  dif- 
pdfe  of  the  Perfon  of  a  King  of  Scotland,  without 
the  Confent  of  the  Kingdom  of  Scotland,  much 
more  miay  we  difpofe  of  the  Perfon  of  a  King  of 
England,  he  being  now  in  £K^/ff«i,  without  their 
'Privity  or  Advice :  But  if  they  have  any  Power  to 
difpofe  of  him,  it  is  bccaufe  they  are  either  our 
Matters  .or  our  Fellows :   If  they  be  our  Mafters, 
let  them  fhew  the  Time  when  they  conquered  us, 
or  the  Price  for  which  we  were  fold  unto  them : 
If  they  be  our  Fellows,  why  come  they  not  to  our 
Parliaments,  why  contribute  Ihey  not  to  our  Ne- 
ceffities  ?  But  as  it  is  apparent  that  they  are  two 
diftin6t  Kingdoms,  governed  by  two  diftin£t  Laws ; 
fo  they  ought  not  to  intermeddle  one  with  another's 
Intereft,  but  to  content  themfelves  with  what  doth  ■ 
naturally  appertain  to  each  of  them  feverally. 

*  There  is  no  Doubt  to  be  made  but  that  every 
Hufband  hath  as  great  an  Intereft  in  the  Perfon  of 
his  Wife,  as  ahy  Subje<ft  hath  in  the  Perfon  of  his 
Sovereign  ;.  and  yet  a  Man  may  lofc  that  Intereft 
by  feme  A£t  of  his  Wife's  j  as  if  fhe  commit  Fe- 
lony, Murder,  or  Treafon,  the  Law  difpofeth  of 
her  Perfon,  and  h^r  Hufband  cannot  claim  any 
■    K  2    ■  ■      '         *  Right 
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An,  ax.  Cir.  i.R*g^^  ^^  much  as  to  her  t'ead  Body  :  So  farcth  it 
1646.  with  a  King,  who,  by  ^oing  out  of  his  Kingdom, 
^— ^v-^>  or  by  being  taken  Prilbncr  by  his  Enemies,  his 
Oflobcr.  Subjedls  loie  the  Intereft  ihcy  had  in  him,  and  he 
is  at  the  Difpofal  of  his  Enemies  Jure  Belli*  John 
King  of  England  waS  cited  to  appear  at  FartSy  to 
ahfwcr  for  the  Death  o{  Arthur  Plantagenet  Duke 
of  Britainy,  whom  he  had  murdered.  The  State 
of  England  would  not  let  him  go,  as  holding  it  a 
great  liulignity  and  Incongruity  that  a  King  of 
England  iliould  anfwer  for  any  thing  at  Parisy 
right  or  wrong.  The  French  anfwered.  That  they 
cited  him  not  as  King  of  England,  but  as  Duke 
of  Norjncfidy,;  zsKing  of  England,  they  acknow- 
ledged to  have  nothing  to  do  with  him,  he  was  in 
that  Refpect  without  them  and  beyond  them";  but 
as  Duke  of  Normandy,  which  he  held  in  Fee  of 
the  Crown  of  France,  he  owed  Fealty  and  Alle- 
giance for  the  fame  to  the  Crown  of  Prance,  and 
therefore  ought  to  anfwer.  The  Englijb  replied. 
That  if  the  Duke  of  Normandy  did  go,  the  King 
of  England  muft  go ;  iuid  if  the  Duke  of  Normandy 
were  beheaded,  they  knew  well  enough  what  would 
becoirie  of  tlie  King  of  England.  Upon  large 
Debate  hereof  by  all  the  Lawyers  in  France,  it 
'wa&  refolved,  that  if  John  had  been  in  Normandy 
at  the  Time  of  his  Summons,  he  ought  to  have 
'  appeared  J  h'dtht  huln'^  extra  J itrifdi^ftonemRegm 
Friuiciee  at  the  Time  of  his  Summons,  and  infra 
"JitrifdlSilonem  Regni  A?tglur,  though  legally  he 
were  a  SubjciEl  of  France,  yet  locally  he  being  in 
England^  his  Summons  was  void,  and  he  forfeited 
nothing  by  his  Non- Appearance. 

*  I  v/ill  only  urge  one  Argument  more,  deduced 
from  a  known  Maxim  of  the  Law,  not  only  of  Eng- 
land but  of  Scotland  alfo,  which  the  Commiffioners 
tf  Scotland  the  other  Day  at  the  Conference  did  cite 
rhemfelves,  in  mv  Opinion  much  againil  tliem- 
'^  felves;  and  that  is  this,  ^ando  duo  Jure,  inter 
Am  Regna,  faith  a  great  Lawyer,  ccncurrant  in 
una  Perfona,  aquum  cjl  ac  ft  effent  in  diverfis  j 
which  is  no  more  th;ui  this,  Wheai  two  Kingdoms, 

held 
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held  by  two  diftinfSt  Titles,  do  concur  in  one  and  An.  n.  Car.  I, 
the  fame  Perfoii,  it  is  all  one  as  if  they  were  in        '  ^  '   , 
two  diltindt  Perfons.     1  fuppofe  here  is  our  very      oaobcrT 
Cafe ;  here  are  two  Kingdoms,  England  and  Scot- 
iandy  held  by  two  diilint^  Titles,  which  do  both 
co;icur  in  one  Perfon,.  in  the  PeWbn  of  Kins 
Charles;  it  is  all  one  faith  this  Rule  and  Maxim  en 
the  Law,  as  if  they  were  under  two  feveral  Per- 
fons.    Why  then  put  .the  Cafe,  that  there  were 
one  King  of  Engiand  and. another  of  Scotlandy 
would  the  State  of  Scotland  have  any  thing  to  do  to 
difpofe  of  the  Perfon  of  a  King  of  England,  he  be- 
ing in  England  f  I  think  you  will  fay  they  could  not. 

*  Sir,  I  am  forry  that  our  Brethren  have  moved 
this  QueiUon  at  this  Time ;  for  all  Queftions 
make  Debates,  and  Debates  Differences ;  and  this 
were  a  Time  for  Brothers  to  reconcile  Differences 
rather  than  to  make  them.  We  have  now  li- 
ved almoft  44  Years  both  under  two  Princes,  and 
in  all  this  Time  this  Queftion  was  never  ftirred  in 
till  now }  had  it  been  ftirred  in,  no  queftion  but  it 
had  beenrejedled.  The  People  of  England  would' 
have  held  it  very  ftrange  that  they  could  not  have 
difpofed  of  the  Perfon  of  their  own  King ;  or  that 
a  King  of  England  could  not  have  gone  from 
IVhiteball  to  Ricbtnand  or  Hafnpton-Ceurty  without 
the  Will  and  Appointment  of  the  Council  of 
Scotland  \  they  would  have  thought  they  had  made 
a  bad  Bargain  by  fiicli  an  Union  :  For,  before  the 
Union,  they  might  have  difpoi'ed  of  the  Perfon  of 
their  Prince;  but  alter,  not.  And  fince  they  con^ 
ceived  that,  by  the  Addition  of  Scstland^  there  was 
an  Addition  of  Charge,  they  would  have  been  very 
forry  withall  to  have  had  an  Addition  of  Servility. 

*  Since  the  Beginning  of  the  World  there  was 
ncv«r  before  fuch  a  Contenrion  about  the  Perfon 
of  a  King,  The  Greeks  and  Trojam  did  contend 
for  a  long  Time  in  Figlit  about  tiic  dead  Body  of 
Patroclus  which  of  them  ihould  have  it;  but 
here  is  not  a  Contention  about  tjie  dead  Body  of 
a  priv  Ue  Man,  but  about  the  living  Body  of  a 
tCipg :  Neither  do  we  contend  a^  ihev  did,  who 
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An.  21.  Car.  I.  {hould  have  his  Perfon ;  but  here  you  do  contend, 
1646.  as  far  as  I  conceive,  who  fhall  not  hai'e  it.  Your 
B;-ethren  of  Scotland  fay  pofitlvcly.  They  will  not 
.  have  the  King's  Perfon  upon  any  Condition  what- 
foever.  It  is  now  about  fix  Months  paft  that  you 
voted  in  this  Houfe  the  Demanding  of  the  King's 
Perfon,  but  the  Lords  then  refufed  to  join  with  you ; 
ever  iince,  untill  this  prefent,  you  yourfelf  did  ac- 
quiefce,  as  if  you  had  repented  of  your  former 
yote :  **  Now  he  muft  be  put  upon  you,  and  with 
fuch  Terms  as  his  prefent  Guardians  pleafe  to  al- 
low of. 

'  Truly  it  feems  ftrange  to  me,  that  an  Army  of 
Seots^  in  Pay  of  the  Kingdom  of  England^  which, 
by  the  Treaty,  ought  to  be  governed  by  the  joint 
Confent  of  the  Committees  of  both  Kingdoms,  up- 
on the  Place,  fhould,  in  England^  take  a  King  of 
England  without  the  Privity  of  the  Englijh  Com- 
mittee, and  convey  him  to  Newcajile^  a  Town 
likewife  of  Englatid ;  and  fhould  there  keep  him 
for  fix  whole  Months,  without  the  Confent  of 
both  Houfes  of  Parliament;  and  when  they  find 
it  not  convenient  for  them  to  keep  him  any  longer, 
then  they  will  capitulate  with  you  upon  what  Con- 
ditions you  muft  receive  his  Perfon. 

'  I  never  thought  to  have  found  a  King  of  £»- 
glands  his.  Perfon  being  in  England^  imder  any 
other  Proteition  but  that  of  the  Laws  of  England^ 
but  now  I  find  him  under  the  Protection  of  a  ScoU 
Army,  whither  they  fay  he  is  fled  for  Shelter,  and 
that  they  cannot  render  him  up  with  Honour. 

'  Sir,  if  that  Afmy  of  theirs  be  conie  into  this 
Kingdom  as  Brethren,  Friends,  and  Confederates, 
as  we  hope  they  are,  then  is  every  Perfon  of  that 
Army,  during  the  Time  of  his  Stay  here,  locally 
a  Subje6l  of  England ;  and  fuch  Children  as-  are 
bom  -to  them  here  are  not  Aliens,  but  Denifons ; 
and  not  onjy  local,  but  legal  Subjefts  of  this  King- 
dom :  And  therefore  they  having  gotten  the  King 
into  their  Hands,  they  ought  no  more  to  capitu- 
late 
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late  upon  what  Terms  he  fhould  be  deiivered  into  ^^'  *'•  Car.  I, 
yours,  than  if  the  Army  of- Sir  Thomas  Fairfex        '^*^, 
were  in  PofTeiHon  thereof;  who,  if  they  ftiouW  deny      goober 
the  furrendering  of  the  King  unto  you,  but  upon 
Condition,  no  cjueftion  but  it  were  capital, 

*  They  fay.  That  by  virtue  of  the  Covenant 
they  are  obliged  to  defend  his  Perfon  and  Authof 
rity.  What  his  Authority  is  in  Scotland  themfelv<:s 
beft  know ;  but  you  are  only  to  judge  of  it  in  £«- 
gland  \  fince,  being  not  fubordinate  to  any  Power 
on  Earth,  there  is  no  Power  under  Heaven  can 
judge  you.  The  Covenant  ties  you  to  m»int%in» 
in  the  firft  place,  the  Rights  of  Parliament,  *nd 
the  Liberties  of  the  Kingdom ';  and,  in  the  fpcond 
Place,  the  King's  Perfon  and  Authority ;  and  that 
only  in  Defence  of  the  former,  and  nut  otherwLfe. 

An4  where9$  they  expet^  the  King  fliould  be  re-^  * 

ceiled  by  you  with  Honour,  Safety,  and  FreedopH 
J  befeech  youi  Sir,  cpnfider  whether,  as  the  Cafe 
flow  il^^ds,  his  Reception  with  Honour  can  ftand 
with  the  Honpttr  of  the  Kingdom ;  whether  his 
Safety  be  not  ineompatible  with  the  Safety  of  tbc 
CpQimon-WeaJth ;  and  whether  bis  Freedom  be 
pot  inconfiftent  with  the  Freedom  pf  the  People.

Tj^ere  was  fomc  Debate  between  the  twoHoufc* 
as  to  fettin?  a  Price  for  the  Purchafe  of  thefe 
Lands  J  the  Lords  bein^  for  eight  Years  Purchafe, 
and  the  Commons  for  ten.  The  former  gave  thefe 
Re^tfons  for  only  eight :  Firft*  For  the  fpeedy  Sale 
of  them,  that  the  Monies  may  be  fuoner  raifedby 
ihcm :  Secondly,  That  thereby  they  may  be  the  bet- 
ter difperfcd  into  fcveral  Hands :  And,  thirdly.  The 
Lords  had  eonfidered  of  the  Sales  made  of  the  Ab- 
bey-Lands by  King  Henry  the  Eighth  ;  and  did

*  and  for  turning  awny  thatCJoud  of  Wrath  which 

*  hangeth  over  our  Heads.  There  isCaufe  to  be 
'  humbled  and  to  repent,  as  for  all  our  Iniquities, 

*  to  for  the  too  little  Afliftance  which  hath  been 
'  given  to  iUch  as  have  borne  the  hcaviefl:  Burden » 
'  and  fufercd  moft  in  this  Caiife ;  art!  for  the  too 

*  much  Compliance  with,  and  Indul^nce  toinany 
^  who  have  been  active  in,  the  late  execrable  Re- 

*  belJion.  We  know  that  none  can  reach  the

'^he  Prejudice  of  our  Religion  and  Liberties,

Every  one 

knows  that  the  Scots  Nation  have  been,  and  are 

ftill,  blamed  for  giving  up  their  natural-born  King, 

who  had  fled   to  them  for  Protedion,  into  the 

Hands  of  his  Enemies.     Nay  fome  do  not  ftick  to 

fay  that  he  was  aftually  fold  by  them,     Englijh 

Hiftorians,  as  well  as  Englifh  Tradition,  -are  not 

wanting  to  ftigmatize  the  Scots  Nation  with  thife 

Piece  of  Merchandize,  Therefore,  before  v^e  enter

Mr.  Whiikcks^  tells  us^  *  That  on  the  24th  of 
'nStptemlfer,  a  new  Committee  was   appointed  of 
-jboth  HoufeSj  to  treat  with  the  Sioti  Commiflionera 
(labout  difpofing  of  the  King's  Perfon  ;  which  was 
purpofeJy  named  to  carry  on  the  Defign  intended  ; 
That  the  latter  End  of  December  there  began  to 
t:,be  an  Underftandhig  between  fome  here  and  the 
\ScQtSy  for  their  delivering  up  of  the  King's  Perfon 
Ito  the  Parliament :  That  the  King  was   much 
difpleafed  with  that  Nation  for  delivering  him  up  ; 
and  that  he  alfo  difliked  going  to  HGlAmhy  on  ac- 
count of  the  Air ;  But  that    the  ^cnts  laid  hold 
of  his  M^jefty's  refufmg  to  take  the  Covenant  and 
to  fign  the  Propofitions,  for  their  Excufc.   He  adds, 
.That  the  Parliament  ^l  Etiinburgh  had  voted,  *  If 

*  his  Majeiiy  fbould  haveThonghts  of  coming  thi- 

*  ther  at  that  Time,  he  having  not  fubfcribed  the 

*  Covenant,  nor  faiisfied  the  lawful  Defires  of  his 
[l*  Subjects  in  both  Nations,  they  had  jiiftCaufe  to 

*  fear  the  Confequences  of  it  mig;ht  be  very  dange- 
'  rous,  both  to  him  and  to  thefe  Kingdoms  j  which 

*  they  defircd  might  be  timely  prevented,'     And 

*  that   if  they  fliould   now  receive  his  Majefty, 
-*  it  would  be  contrary  to  their  Eng^igements  with 

*  England  and  the  Treaties/  And  that  a  Scois 
Lord  told  the  King,  If  he  did  not  fi^n  the  Cove- 
jiantj  they  muft  give  him  up  to  the  Parliament  of 
England^  and  it  would  feJt  heavy  upon  him  and 
his  Pofterity.'

That  the  King  dcfired  the  Englijh  CommiHoners, 
who  had  then  received  him  from  the  Scofs^  to  fend 
to  the  Pariiament,  that  he  might  have  two  Chap- 
lains, who  had  not  taken  the  Covenant,  lo  go  with 
him  toH&idenhy.  And,  on  their  Refufa]>  amongft 
(am^  other  Dircourfe,  the  King,  as  wsis  reported 
by  fome,  /aid,  ^hat  hf  was  bought  and  fold,' 

Lord  Chrendsn  hegins  with  telling  us  *^j  *  That 
when  the  Scots  had  fecured  the  Peace  afld  Quiet  of 
their  own  Country,  by  getting  the  King  to  fend 
poiitivE  Orders  to  the  Marquis  of  Alontrofe  for 
difbanding  of  his  ForceSj  and  tranfporting  hlm- 
fclf  beyond  Sea,  which  he  obeyed  i  And  when 
they  hadj  with  fuch  Solemnity  and  Refoludon, 
made  it  plain  and  evident  that  they  could  rot, 
-without  the  moft  barefaced  Violation  of  their  Faith 
and  Allegiance,  and  of  the  fundamental  Principles 
of  the  Chriilian  Religion,  ever  deliver  up  their 
native  King,  who  had  put  himfelf  into  their  Hands, 
into  thofe  of  the  Parliament,  againft  his  own  Will 
and  Confent :  And  when  afterwards  they  began 
to  talk  fturdily,  and  denied  that  the  Parliament 
of  England  had  Power,  abfolutely,  to  difpofe 
of  the  Perfon  of  the  King  without  their  Appro- 
bation ;  to  which  the  Parliament  as  loudly  re- 
plied. That  they  h.id  nothing  to  do  in  England  but 
to  obferve  their  Orders  j  and  added  fuch  Threats 
to  their  Reafons,  as  plainly  fhcwed  they  had  a 
Contempt  of  their  Power,  and  would  exat^  Obe- 
dience from  them,  if  they  refufed  to  yield  it.  Yet, 
adds  our  Author,  thefe  Difcoui-fes  were  onJy  kept 
up  till  they  could  adjuft  all  Accounts  between  them, 
and  Jigree  what  Price  fhould  be  paid  for  the  Delive- 
ry of  his  Perfon,  wliom  one  Side  was  refolved  to 
have,  and  the  other  as  refolved  not  to  keep.  Thus, 
fays  he,  they  agreed  ;  and,  upon  the  Payment  of 
200,000  A  in  Hand,  and  Security  for  as  much 
more,  upon  Days  agreed  on,  the  Sc&ts  delivered 
the  King  up  into  fuch  Hands  as  the  Parliament

Sir  Philip  WhrwUk^  a  Member  of  this  Parlia- 
Itamcnt,  but  who  had  been  expelled  for  taking 
part  with  the  King^  exprefTes  himfelf  thus.  ■* 
■  '^  Whilft  his  Majefty  was  employed  in  Con- 
ferences with  Henderfon  about  the  Order  of  Epif- 
copacy,  [a  Ctrcumftance  we  have  already  tak&« 
Notice  of]  the  Scots  knew  fo  well  how  to  value 
hinif  that  if  it  be  not  admitted  they  fold  him,  it 
muft  be  confeftj  they  parted  with  hinn  for  3  good 
Price;  for  they  were  paid  200,000/.  upon  their 
marching  ffom  Newca/ilsy  aiid  delivering  up  of 
that  Town>  as  likewife  Berwick  and  Carlijie  ;  and 
were  promifed  200^000  A  more  to  be  fecured  upon 
the  Public  Faitb.  But  if  the  Englijh  Aimy  had 
been  left  to  themfelves,  and  the  Pr£Jhyters  had  not 
then  been  prevalent  in  Parliament,  the  Indipen* 
dent  Party  would  foon  have  Ihortned  the  Taylor's 
Bill.  And  thus  were  extingulfhed,  or  thus  vani- 
Aied,  thofe  loud  and  public  Afl'ercions  the  Scats  had 
made,  That  they  would  not  do  fb  bafe  an  A£t,  as 
to  render  up  their  Prince's  Perfon,  who  was  come 
to  them  for  Safety  in  fo  great  a  Danger  \  and  that 
this  Ad  could  not  confift  with  their  Duty  or  Alle-

Another  Writer,  whq  lived  in  thefe  unhappy 
Times,  remarks  '*  *  That  the  Propofitions,  ferft  to 
the  King  by  the  Parliament,  were  the  fame  de- 
throning ones  which  they  ufed  to  fend,  and  there- 
fore he  would  not  aflent  to  them.  Nor  did  the 
S^ots  fwallow  them  at  firft,  but  made  fome  Ex- 
ceptions againfl  them,  only,  it  feemis,  to  make  the 
Parliament  perceive  they  meaiit  not  to  put  the 
King  into  their  Hands  gratis  i  fo  at  laft  the  Bar- 
gain was  made  between  them,  and  upon  Payment 
of  200,000  /.  the  King  was  put  into  the  Hands  of 
the  CommilBoners  which  the  EngKJh  Parliament 
fent  down  to  receive  him.'  He  aqdaj  *  That  this 
AiSion  bore  the  vile  Comple^tion  of  feigned  Reli- 

lon,  very  Covetoufnefe,  Cowardice,  Perjury  and 

"leachery.* 

On  the  other  Side,  Mr.  Holies^  who  appears, 
by  the  Journals^  to  have  been  a  Teller  almoll  in 
every  Divifion  of  the  Houfe  relating  to  the  Scots^ 
inlircly  acquits  them  from  this  infamous  Charge. 
His  Account  of  this  Affair  runs  thus  * :  '

In  the 
Endj  after  many  Debates  in  the  Houfe^  and  Paf- 
fagcs  to  and  again  with  the  Sects  CommiflionerSj 
the  loweft  Sura. that  could  be  agreed  unto  by  the 
Commiflioners  was  400,000  /.  two  in  hand,  and 
the  other  two  after  fome  Time ;  with  a  Protefta- 
tion  of  theirs,  that  the  Army  would  not  be  fatif- 
iied  with  lefs,  nor  enabled  to  march,  which  was 
Motive  enough  for  thefe  Men  to  deny  it;  for  if  they 
could  have  wrought  the  DifTatisfaftlon  of  the  Ar- 
niy>  fo  as  to  have  refufcd  to  go,  it  was  w^here  they 
would  have  it.  Whereupon  it  was  oppofed  by 
them  with  all  the  Power  they  had;  but  in  the 
End  the  better  Part,  that  is  the  moderate  Party, 
who  were  the  Peace-makers,  thofe  that  laboured 
to  keep  Things  even  and  fair  between  the  two 
Kingdoms^  carried  it  5  and  the  Sum  was  voted, 
and  all  Things  agreed  upon,  tho'  with  Difficulty; 
(for  they  fought  it  out  and  loft  it  by  Inches)  then 
the  Scsts  declared  they  would  march  out  by  fuch  a 
Day. 

*  Yet  had  our  Beut^fius  one  Hope  left,  which 
was  to  quarrel  at  laft  about  the  Perfon  of  the  King  ; 
believing  the  Scats  would  certainly  have  taken  his 
Majefty  with  them  into  Scstland.  This  they  knew 
had  been  Ground  fufficient,  and  would  have  en- 
gaged all  England  s^gB^vn^  them^  g^^'^ig  ^  Confir- 
mation to  all  the  Jealoufies  formerly  raifed,  and

Aich  is  defired  Peace  within  this 
Kingdom  ;  ajid  have  made  them  a  ftnDOthcr  Way 
to  their  damnable  Ends,  the  altering  of  the  Go- 
vernment, and  bringing  in  z.  Confufioa  both  in 
Church  and  State,  than  aiw  Thing  that  could  have 
liappeacd  ;  and  the  two  KingdomH  had  been  toge- 
ther in  Blood  J  the  Author  of  the  Mifchicf  undifco- 
veredj  mafked  over  with  the  glorious  Pretences  of 
zeaioufly  vindicatintz;  the  Honelly  and  Jntereli  of 
En^land^  and  every  Breach  of  Coixnant  and  Trea- 
ty in  this  Caufe  \  which  made  them  with  fo  much 
Percmptorinefs  and  Incivility,  and  in  Truth  Inju- 
stice, demand  that  the  Scots  would  deliver  up  his 
Majeity,  who  had  an  equal  Intereft  In  his  Royal 
Perfon  with  the  Kingdom  of  England^  he  being 
equally  King  of  both ;  and  an  equal  Intereft  in  the 
doling  and  binding  up  the  unhappy  Differences 
which  were  between  him  and  both  his  Kingdoms, 
they  having  been  engaged  in  chat  Quarrel  at  the 
Entreaty  of  England  $  and  made  up  together  an  in- 
tire  Body  with  Englandy  as  is  before  fhewed,  for 
the  Profecution  of  it  t   Therefore   they    had   no 
more  Reafon  to  truft  us  w^ith  the  King  than  we  had 
them,  and  as  much  were  they  concerned  in  all 
that  related  to  his  Majefty's  Perfonf   fo  as  they 
had  Ground  enough  to  have  difputed  it,  and  out 
of  that  Hope  was  it  prefTed  by  the  others.     But 
the  Wifdom  of  the  ^ti^ts  Nation  forefaw  the  In- 
conveniences which  muft  have  neceiTarily  followed, 
had  they  been  pofitive  at  that  Time,  how  they 
had  played  their  Enemies  Game  to  their  own  Ruin, 
and  even  Ruin  to  his  Majefty  ;  Therefore  they 
made  for  him  the  beft  Conditions  they  could,  that 
is  for  the  Safety  and  Honour  of  his  Peribn ;  and,  to 
avoid  greater  Mifchiefs,  were  rtecelHtated  to  leave 
him  in  England  >  and  ^<y  marched  away»  which  they 
did  in  Ffht'uary  1646.

Mr.  Rujhwsrth  aifts  in  this  Affair  as  st  CoJlec- 
tor  only,  making  h-^  or  no  Refledlions  on  the 
Conduit  of  the  Err^lJJb  artiJ  Scoti  at  this  particular 
Crifis  J  for,  after  giving  a  Copy  of  a  Letter  from 
the  Pariiament  of  Scotland  to  that  at  Wcjiminjler^ 
to  which  a  Declat  ation  from  that  Kingdom  was 
fubjoined  "^j  cont:iining,  as  he  remaiks,  their  full 
Confentto  the  df^Uvering  up  the  King,  this  Hiftorl- 
^  proceeds  to  tcH  us  ^,  *  That  the  Lommiffioners 
who  were  to  receive  tljc  King  came  to  Ne'W€itfliey 
on  the  23d  of  Jarii^sry^  to  whom  his  Majefty  gave

Then  they  were  deniandcdj  What  the  meaning 
of  that  Claufe  was,  wherein  the  Word  a  S&venign^ 
ty  was  exprefled  f  They  fevcrally  being  called,  one 
by  one,  anfweredt  That  the  Letter  being  a  joint 
A£t  of  thofc  feveral  Regiments,  they  could  not 

five  a  punctual  Anfwer,  they  being  only  Agents  ; 
ut  if  they  might  have  the  Queries  in  Writing, 
they  ftiould  fend  or  carry  them  to  the  feveral  Re- 
gimentSj  and  return  their  own  Anfwers  together 
with  and  comprized  in  the  re{l*  After  airthefc 
Examinations,  they  were  ordered  to  attend  the 
Houie  upon  Summons. 

General  Ludlow  writes  ^y  *  That  after  the  read- 
ing of  the  Petition,  fome  of  the  Members  moved 
that  the  MelTcnjers  might  be  committed  to  the 
Taw^r,  and  the  Petition  declared  feditious;  but  the 
Houfe,  after  a  long  Debatej  fatisfied  themfclves  to 
<iecUre,  That  it  did  not  bdong  to  the  Soldiery  to 
meddle  with  Civil  Affairs,  nor  to  prepare  or  prc- 
fent  any  Petition  to  the  Parliament  without  the 
Advice  and  Confent  of  their  General,  to  whom 
they  ordered  a  Letter  to  be  fent  to  defirc,  for  the 
future,  his  Care  therein  \  with  which  acquainting 
the  three  Agents>  and  requiring  their  Conformity 
thereunto,  they  difmifled  them.*  He  adds,  *  That 
the  Houfc  having  Notice  of  this  Combination  a- 
gaiiiil:  them  from  Col.  Edward  Harky^  one  of 
their  Members  J  who  had  a  Regiment  in  the  Army, 
cxprelled  ihemfelves  highly  diflatisfied  therewith  ; 
and  fome  of  them  moved  that  the  Petitioners  might 
be  declared  Traitors,  allcdging  that  they  were  Set* 
vants,  who  ought  to  obey,  not  to  capitulate. — 
Othersi  were  not  wanting,  who  refolded  the  fecu- 
rlng  of  Lieutenant-General  Cr&miocU^  fufpe^ing 
that  he  had  under-hand  given  Countenance  to  this 
JDcfign  ;  but  he  being  advcrtifed  of  it,  went  that

iince  they  could  do  no  more.  The  Debate  continiH 
ed  till  kte  in  the  Night,  and  the  Senfe  of  the  Houfe 
was.  That  they  ihotiid  be  required  to  forbear  the 
ProiVcution  of'^thc  faid  Petition;  but  when  the 
Houfe,  wearied  with  long  fitting,  was  grown  thin, 
Mr.  Denzil HcllfS-y  taking  that  Opportunity,  drew 
up  a  Refolution  upon  his  Knee,  deolaring  the  Pe- 
tition to  be  feditious,  and  thofe  Traitors  who  ihould 
endeavour  to  promote  it  after  fach  a  Day ;  and  pro- 
mifing  Pardon  to  all  that  were  concerned  therein^ 
if  they  Chould  defilt  by  the  Time  limited,  SorA« 
of  lis,  fearing  the  Confcquence  of  thefe  DivifionSi 
expreffed  our  DilTatisfadtion,  and  went  out  j  which 
gave  others  Occafion  to  pafs  two  or  three  very  Iharp 
Votes  againft  thefe  Proceedings  of  the  Army/ 

Lord  H&Ih^'s  own  Account  of  the  Matter  ran* 
thu§  ^ :  *  The  Letter  prcfented  to  the  Hoafe^  by  the 
three  Agitators  before-mentioned,  was  an  Ex- 
clamation againll  the  Parliament;  falfe  and  un- 
true Coniplaints  of  Wrongs  done  to  the  Soldiers  at 
AfTizes  in  the  Counties  ;  a  Proteftation  againfVthe 
/ri/b  Expedition,  calling  it  a  Defign  to  break  the 
Army,  declaring,  even  if  any  of  thofe  three  Com- 
manders [Fitirfax^  Crofnwell^  and  SHppQnl  ihould 
engage^  their  Averfoiefs  to  it ;  tho*  Skippon  was 
appointed  by  the  Parliament  to  command  in  Ire- 
land^ and  had  accepted  it;  in  plain  Englljh  faying 
they  would  not  difband,  nor  receii^e  any  other  Pro- 
pofitions  from  the  Parliament,  tiil  their  Expecta- 
tions were  faCishcd, 

*  The  three  Agitatorsj  being  caHed  into,  the 
Houfe,  carried  themfelves  at  the  Bar  in  a  fiight- 
jng  braving  Manner,  refufmg  to  anfwcr  fuch  Que- 
ftions  as  the  Speaker,  by  Order  of  the  Houfe,  afked 
them;  faying  they  were  employed  by  the  Army, 
and  could  not,  without  Leave  from  thence,  difcover 
any  Thing.  Many  of  the  Members  rcfenting  this 
iiigh  Affront,  were  carnell  to  have  them  feverelv  pu-

The  moft  active  Officers  and  Agitators 
ApnL  ^^j^  known  to  be  his  own  Creatures,  and  fuch 
who  neither  did,  nor  would  do,  any  Thing  but 
by  his  Direftion.  So  that  it  was  privately  refolv'd 
by  the  principal  Perfon&  of  the  Houfe  of  Commons, 
that  when  he  came  the  next  Day  into  the  Houfe, 
which  he  feldom  omitted  to  do,  they  would  fend 
him  to  the  Tower;  prefuming,  that  if  they  had 
once  fever'd  his  Perfon  from  the  Army^  they  fhould 
eafily  reduce  it  to  its  former  Temper  and  Obedi- 
ence :  For  they  had  not  the  leaft  Jealoufy  of  the 
General,  Fairfa?;^  whom  they  knew  to  be  a  Per- 
Je£t  Preibyterian  in  his  Judgement ;  and  that  Crom- 
well  had  the  Afcendent  over  him  purely  by  his 
Diffimulation,  and  Pretence  of  Confcience  and 
Sincerity.

Place,  after  feme  four  Petitions  had  been  prefented 
to  the  Houfe,  and  fome  Printers  taken  up  for  pub- 
lifliing  two  Pamphlets,  one  called  Judge  ^fw^m's 
VittdkatsQn^  and  another  intitled^  Sir  Dudky  Digges 
ef  the  Illegality  of  Suhjslts  taking  Arms  agalnjl  thtir 
Ssvgreign,  he  adds,  '  Thus  we  fee  there  is  nothing 
conflantin  worldly  AiFairs;  the  Parliament  having 
Conqueil  and  Succefa  after  their  own  Defires,  yet 
are  now  miferably  incumbered  with  the  Mutinouf- 
nefs  of  their  Army  on  on^  Side,  with  the  Petu- 
Sancy  of  Pamphlets  and  djfcontented  Petitions  on 
the  odier/ 

We  have  been  the  more  particular  in  this  Di- 
greflion,  as  thefe  InteUigencea  from  the  Contem- 
porary Writers  tend  fo  much  to  clear  up  the  re- 
markable Affair  of  the  Seizure  of  the  King  by  Coj- 
net  y^yeff  which  now  haitens  upon  us*

Cat,  h 
caufe^  it  being  a  Matter  of  Confcience^  he  cannot  ^Hl* 
give  a  Refilution  therein  till  he  may  he  a£yied  with 
the  Advice  offome  of  his  own  Chaplains .^  which  hath 
hitherto  been  denied  him,  andfuch  other  Divines  as 
jhaU  he  moft  proper  to  inform  him  therein  j  and  then

THE  Par^  that  ppflelTed  themfelves  of  this 
Place  upon  Thurfday  Morning,  carries  the 
King  this  Day  to  Huntingdon^  in  his  Way  to 
Newmarket :  We,  having  pubtiddy  declared  to 
them  that  our  CommifEon  was  to  attend  the 
King  at  Holdenbyy  and  not  elfewhere,  till  further 
Orders,  are  compelled  to  ^o  along  with  them. 
Would  Ae  Convoy  afligned  to  the  Service  have 
adhered  to  us,  <»■  had  we  been  enabled  by  any 
other  Force,  our  Refolution  was  to  difcharge  our 
Truft  with  the  Lofs  of  our  Lives,  as  we  told 
them  openly  this  Morning,  when  the  King 
fpolce  with  them  in  the  outer  Court ;  but  upon 
the  Queition  propounded.  Who  would  ftand  by 
us  ?  It  was  replied  by  them  all.  Not  a  Man, 
*  We  fhould  malce  you  a  Narrative  of  Colonel

To  fliew  more  evidently  what  a  Panic  both  And  a  Faft  ^p, 
Houfes  were  in  at  this  Timc»  the  Commons  fent  poin^* 
to  let  their  Lordfhips  know  thac  they  intended  to 
keep  the  next  Day  for  private  Humiliation  and 
Falling  in  their  own  Houfc,  ^  '  This  Motion 
was  made  byField-MarihaUGeneral  Skippon^  who, 
with  a  doleful  Countenance  and  Jamentable  Voice, 
exhorted  the  Houfe  to  humble  themfelves  before 
God;  andtodothofe  Things  which  a  zealous  and 
confcientious  Army,  who  had  done  fo  much  good  • 

Service,  defued  of  them/  Adding,  *  That  the 
Army  was  a  form'd  Body,  not  to  be  provoked, 
which  would  be  upon  thembefore  they  were  aware/ 
The  Lords  ordered  the  fame,  in  regard  of  the  Di- 
ftraftions  of  the  whole  Kingdom.  Both  Houfea 
appointed  particular  Preachers  to  pray  and  preach 
before  them,  and  all  the  Members  to  be  prefcnt.

*  cannot  wi£h  to  have  it  fo  in  the  Perfon&  of  any 

*  whowe  mightbeftconfidein,  or  who  ihould  appear 

*  moflof  ourown  Opinions  or  Principles,  or  whom 

*  we  might  have  moftPerfonal  AfFurance  ofj  orln- 
^  tereft  in ;  but  we  do  and  ihali  much  rather  wifh 
'  that  tlie  Authority  of  this  Kingdom  in  a  Parlia- 

*  ment  rightiy  conmmted,  free,  ec[ualiy,  and  fuc- 
'  cefUvely  chofen,  according  to  its  original  Inten- 
'  tion,  may  ever  ftand  a.nd  have  its  Courfe ;  and 

*  therefore  we  (haU  apply  our  Defires  chiefly  to 
•'  fuch  Things,  as  {by  having  Parliaments  fettled  in

*  fequences  of  Things,  it  may  and  is  not  unlike  to 
^  prove,  that,  upon  the  End  of  this  Parliament  and

*  an  equal  Ho[>e  or  PoflSbility^  if  ehey  have  made  an 

*  ill  Choice  at  one  Time,  to  mond  it  in  ^nothar  j 

*  and  theMembefsthemfelvcfi  maybe  maCapacity 

*  to  tafte  of  Subjection  as  weJi  as  Rule;,  and  may  be 

*  fo  inclined  to  coofuder  of  other  Men's  Cafes,  as
